Football, Softball, Swim- 
ming And Track Also On 
Schedule 


With Bob Nulf as head of the ath- 
letie department, “Sports for the 
Masses” becomes a reality with a well 
rounded program of intramural 
sports in which nearly every boy in 
school participates. Track, swimming, 
football, softball, and basketball all 
have their place in North Side’s sports 
program, with basketball leading the 
field in popularity. With such a varie- 
ty of sports it easily becomes possible 
for everyone, including freshmen, to 
round out his stay at North Side phy- 
sically as well as mentally. 

The intramural season opens with 
the freshman - sophomore football 
game, which is the only event in foot- 
ball; but alone it is looked forward to 
by the boys who find their greatest 
enjoyment on the gridiron. 

Next on the card is basketball, 
which is still tops in the minds of 
sports-minded Redskins. Three separ- 
ate series of games are played during 
the year, starting just before the 
opening of the regular basketball sea- 
son. The first league in the series is 
open to any team with no limitations 
of any kind, and the prize is a trophy 
donated by Sandy. This league is 
formed for the purpose of uncovering 
material for the varsity team, and 
many of North Side’s “greats” receiv- 
ed their start in this league.

The second and longest series starts 
and ends with the regular basketball 
season. Three divisions are made:

Club Regulations 
Are Drawn Up 


Rules Established To Give 
More Pupils Chance To 
Hold Offices 


In order to give as: many pupils as 
possible a chance to hold positions or 
serve as leaders of different clubs, 
rules have been established for extra- 
curricular activities, 

The following regulations have 
been adopted: No person may be pres- 
ident of more than one club at the 
same time, or officer in more than two 
clubs, The editor of the Legend and 
publisher of Northerner are consider- 
ed the same as that of president.

North Side Inaugurates New 
System Of Selling: Football, 
- Basketball Season Tickets 





Adults Will Be Charged 
$1.50; Student Admission 
Placed At $1.00 


Certificate Must Be Signed; 
Cannot Be Detached, 
Transferred 





A new system to sell and distribute 
football and basketball tickets will be 
introduced this season, it was an- 
nounced by Mr. Elvin Eyster and Mr. 
John DeLong today. 

The inauguration of a new system 
has been necessitated by the abuse of 
the old system at North Side. The 
new system will be used to protect the 
student body from scalping on some 
games and to prevent outsiders from 
underselling North Side on other 
games. In the past, when season tic- 
kets have been purchased at North 
Side by students or adults at $1.00, 
the average cost of one game was 
16 2-3 cents. This privilege, however, 
in many instances was abused and in 
many cases students lent their tickets 
or sold single tickets at a big profit. 
Though sold for more than what they 
paid for them, they nevertheless were 
able to undersell the school, which 
was forced to have set prices for 
single admissions. So that North 
Side can still offer its students the 
privilege of seeing games at 162-3 
cents, it is necessary to introduce a 
new system which will protect the 
Athletic Association and assure hon- 
est dealings. 

There are three outstanding fea- 
tures, which, though more complex 


,\than in other years, will safeguard 


the student’s interests. 
The points are: 

It. will be required of every per- 
son purchasing a season ticket, to 
sign his name in ink on every ticket. 
A coupon in the booklet will be used 
in the form of a contract, stating the 
conditions under which the contract 
is purchased. The coupon is then torn 
from the booklet at the time of the 
purchase and serves as a registration 
card in the office of the school treas- 
urer. Since the school has a record 
of the ticket signed by the purchaser

and bearing a serial number, it will 
be easy for school officials to trace 
tickets. Ticket takers will not admit 
a student or an adult holding a sea- 
son ticket unless his name is signed 
in ink on the ticket. In this way it 
will be possible to check the bearer 
and signer and keep persons from 
lending or selling season tickets. For 
example, Mary Jones cannot borrow 
or buy a ticket belonging to John 
Smith and expect to be admitted to 
the game because the ticket will have 
been signed in ink by John Smith and 
is therefore only of value to him. 4 
Not Detached 

Ticket takers at games will be 
given the season ticket in booklet 
form and they will detach the ticket 
for the particular game themselves. 
If a student detaches a ticket himself, 
that ticket is valueless and will not 
be accepted at the gate. Therefore, 
if Mary Smith should detach a ticket 
from her booklet and present it at 
the gate she will be refused admis- 
sion. F 

Not Transferable 

Under no conditions will it be pos- 
sible for a student or an adult who 
has purchased a season ticket to lend 
it to a friend or any member of the 
family. Since the purchaser is re- 
quired to sign in ink, it is possible to 
check the bearer and the signer. For 
example, if Mary Smith lends her 
ticket to her young sister and the 
ticket-taker sees that the young sister 
is not Mary Smith, then the remaind- 
er of the booklet is valueless. 

By demanding that these features 
be enforced, it will prevent all forms 


‘| of scalping, and will protect the stu- 


dent body and the Athletic Associa- 
tion. By requiring that the tickets 
be signed in ink by the bearer, it will 
be impossible to sell or lend a ticket 
because the ticket is valueless to any- 
one but the purchaser. A person us- 
ing some one else’s ticket will not be 
admitted to the game, and since rec- 
ords have been kept of the serial num- 
bers of the tickets, it is easily traced 
and the remainder of the tickets are 
automatically valueless to the real 
owner. 

By the new system, student sea- 
son tickets will be sold for $1.00 and 
adult season tickets for $1.50, while 
single admissions will be charged at 
the gate, and no student tickets sold 
at the games at all. It will be pos- 
sible for students and adults to pur- 
chase season tickets during the week 
of September 18 in room 226 where a 
record will be kept of all tickets. It 
is thought that, though the system 
is more complicated, it will more fully

| By Mr. Mosher In New Mexico 


Part Of Summer Spent On| 


Rancho Near Santa Fe; 
Tours Through State 


By Dick Gilpin’ 

Many aré wondering where Mr. 
Rollo Mosher, social science instruc- 
tor, acquired that life-guard suntan 
of his. It came from laboring this 
summer on his six-acre rancho near 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, overlooked by 
the Tesequi and Gangre de Christo 
mountains. 

Santa Fe is a city with a brilliant 
history. Here is found the Old Gover- 
nor’s Palace, now a museum. Long be- 
fore the United States acquired this 
territory, the ancient buildings served 
as headquarters for the old Spanish 
governors. Each Saturday on the long- 
shaded porch the Indians, a different 
tribe each week, peddle their pottery 
and weavings. : 

Santa Fe is also the capital city of 
that state of mountains and deserts 
which are blended to make some of 
the most beautiful, or at least, awe- 
inspiring scenery in these United 
States. 

The desert sun is enough to tan a 
piece of glass, claims Mr. Mosher. 
That seems almost possible because 
of the one hundred degree heat that 
comes almost every day. This dry des- 
.ert heat can be sustained much easier 
though, than the heat of this region. 

Mr. Mosher’s rancho received a new 
water system and new paint on the 
walls and floors, and Mr. Mosher lost 
ten pounds. 

All was not work, however, for our 
bronzed faculty member made a flying 
trip to Los Angeles and Oceanside, 
California, to visit friends. In addi- 
tion to that jaunt, a four hundred mile 
tour of the central part of eastern 
New Mexico was enjoyed in the com- 
pany of the Santa Fe Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Eighty-five miles of this trip was 
driven over a trail across virgin coun- 
try with the auto creeping around the 
mountain ledges, clawing up more 
than step grades, and bouncing across 
the scorching canyons. Las Vegas, 
Santa Rosa, and Albuqurque were 
some of the picturesque cities visited 
on this tour. 

The boal of their journey was the 
Conchas Dam project. This dam is 
being built at the junction of the Con- 
chas and Canadian Rivers. The struc- 
ture is six miles long and two hun- 
dred fifty feet high, and will form a 
lake ten miles wide and fifty miles 
long. 

Another tour was made to the an- 
nual corn dance of the San Domingo 
Pueblo Indians. The purpose of the 
dance is to bring rain for the matur- 
ing corn. 

Mr. Mosher’s description of the In- 
dian’s village is unique. Many pueblos 
are built side to side to form a rec- 
tangular enclosure with an entrance 
in one corner. Inside of these are two 
rows of pueblos with an alley between, 
making something similar to a city 
block. At each end of this block is a 
large adobe round building called a 
Kiva. In this Kiva the tribal chiefs 
hold their rituals. No one but these 
men are allowed inside. The reason 
there are two Kivas is because the 
San Domingo tribe originated from 
Northern and Southern Indians whose 
ceremonies are somewhat different. 
Even the Indians have politics. 

The trip home cost Mr. Mosher the 
top of his car, which was peeled off 
by a Missouri hailstorm. However the 
debt was paid by the beautiful scenery 
of the Ozark hill country. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mosher arrived back 








in Fort Wayne on August 20

Locks Much Easier 
Go Open If Right 





Combination Is Used |

A great deal of free advice is being 
circulated these days on how to open 
locks. This advice, although well 
meant, is of little help. It’s high 
time that a brilliant, straight-forward 
article on this subject was written. 

Opening the present-day complex 
combination is a feat of no small ac- 
cord. The ceremony immediately 
following the opening must be ap- 
proached with dignity. (There’s plenty 
of time to take your hair down later).

Strange’ as it seems, the great na- 
tional game of the United States has 
its spread mostly credited to the wars. 
The game was practically unknown 
until the American War of Secession, 
but the soldiers, trying to find some 
enjoyment, played baseball while un- 
der arms, and later carried it to their 
communities. The game was also in- 
troduced into other countries due to 
the enthusiastic soldiers. 

Baseball was invented by Abner 
Doubleday in 1839. The first games 
between organized teams were played 
in 1843 in New York and Boston. 

Later on, there were organized in 
the United States two major leagues, 
the National, founded in 1876, and the 
American, its rival since 1900, Each 
\league is made up of eight teams, 
which get their names from the cities 
which they represent. They play 
practically every day from April to 
October and the two pennant winners 
of each league are matched to find 
{out which team is to be the world’s 
champion. For the last few years the 
New York Yankees have claimed the 
championship. They are well on their 
way to repeat another world’s cham- 
pionship this year. Each team 
owns several minor teams on which 
they train men so they will be eligible 
tu take the place of the older players 
when they retire .Also trades are 
made among the various teams to ob- 
tain men that another team wants to 
get rid of. This is frequently carried 
on with money or trades are made by 
swapping men. Just this summer a 
trade was made for a pitcher and one 
team paid the huge sum of $180,000 
just for one man. Admission is charg- 
ed at all games and this money goes 
to pay for the salaries of each player. 
Babe Ruth, the home run king of 
whom every one has heard, was paid 
the large sum of $80,000 for one sea- 
son’s work. 

The game is played with a hard- 
wood bat and a ball about 12 inches in 
circumference. Each team has nine 
players who use gloves, although 
when the game was first introduced 
the players played bare-handed in- 
cluding the catcher. Today the catcher 
is equipped with a glove, a mask, and 
pads for his body. Every time a team’s 
star player gets hurt it usually costs 
the team money and a loss of a good 
player. Some seasons a team will have 
the jinx and several of their squad 
will receive injuries thus, no doubt, 
causing the loss of games and maybe 
going so far as to result in the loss of 
the league pennant. 

In order for a team to score, each 
player must reach first base safely 
and also be able to cross the home 
plate safely thus resulting in a run. 
What many fans enjoy seeing is a 
home run. This happens when one of 
the batters is able to hit the baseball

When this is accomplish- 
ed, the batter is free to go around the 
bases and score a run. The highest 
record of home runs hit in one season 
was sixty. This tremendous number 
was accomplished by Babe Ruth, for- 
merly of the New York Yankees, in 
the year 1927. The closest any ball 
player ever came was fifty-nine, this 
mark being made by Hank Green- 
berg last year. So far this year Jimmy 
Foxx is leader of the home runs with 
the total of thirty-five. Rated as the 
best player so far this year is Joe 
DiMaggio of the New York Yankees. 
One of the most startling pieces of 
news that has happened this year was 
the tetiring of Lou Gerig, who was 
forced to retire due to illness. He 
holds the record of having played the 
most consecutive games of any player, 
that number being 2,130 straight 
games in fifteen years. 

In order to be a catcher, one must 
be able to know where every batter is 
going to hit and also must be able to 
place the fielders. He must be able to 
give the pitcher the correct signals 
also. To be a good pitcher is to know 
the weakness of each batter that 
faces him and he must also know 
when to pitch a ball so the batter will 
be surprised.

The North Side Red grid squad 
will raise the curtain on the ’39 sea- 
son tonight at 8 o’clock at Wabash 
in quest of its second straight vic- 
tory over the Apaches. With four 
weeks of solid practice behind them, 
the Red squad looks ready for the 
test with nary an injury on the squad. 
Last year’s Red aggregation shellack- 
ed the invading Apaches 19-6 and 
this year’s squad seems capable of 
doing the same. 

Although starting the playing sea- 
son a week after the . Wabashians, 
Nulf’s gridders haye as yet an un- 
blemished escutcheon while the Wa- 
bash shield has a 31-0 count on the 
wrong side, Last Friday evening 
Coach Vie Dauer’s charges fell be- 
fore a strong band of Kokomo Kats.

Starting Lineup 

Coach Nulf is expected to start 
Ervin and Chrzan at the wingman 
posts, where they will be the final 
termini of many of the aerial thrusts 
of Bob Young. Anspaugh and Georgi 
seem to have top hold on the tackle 
spots although game time may see 
Anspaugh shifted to guard and By- 
ron Popp in his place, Lougheed and 
Feichter are top men at present for 
the guard spots although a different 
pair may see action during part of 
the game. Bob Tone, originally slated 
for the center post, has been dropped 
in fayor of Harry Roebuck, but may 
be used if Roebuck doesn’t prove him- 
self. 

The blocking back spot goes to Kay 
Short. Improving rapidly in the last 
few weeks of practice he seems to 
have the edge on Dean Needham, 
slated to have the spot at first count. 
A lack of practice time seems to be 
holding Dean, who was picked for the 
spot early last season, back to the re- 
serve spot. A wealth of material for 
the halfback spots causes Nulf little 
worry. Bob Cowan, who sparked the 
Red to victory in last season’s fracas 
with the Apaches, is a cinch for the 
right half post. A natural back with 
plenty of speed, he will also handle 
the kicking assignment for the Red. 
Wayne Heiber is slated for the left 
half post with Bob Young alternating. 
If the going gets rough in the later 
part of the game Nulf will probably 
depend on Young’s passing arm for a 
last minute try. Fullback spot has 
been taken over by Mike Bojinoff, a 
real comer in North Side sports. Bob 
Worley, originally scheduled for this 
position, will play in the game how- 
ever, alternating with Bojinoff.

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Football’s Ancient Ancestor 
Is Believed Old Roman Game 


“Get your hot dogs! hot dogs here at a nickel, five, five, a nickel, 
five.” That is the familiar cry one will hear at the football stadium 
this season. A fan will see his favorite player run the complete 
length of the gridiron for the winning touchdown. That is not all 


he will see; his favorite player will@ 


have a touchdown pass in the last 
minute of play. Hé will make a sur- 
prising tackle of an opponent that is 
galloping for the winning touchdown. 

Now, on the other hand, one will see 
right before his very eyes this same 
player fumble the ball, and then have 
his opponents recover and score on 
the next play which will mean defeat 
for his team. That is the excitement 
on the gridiron. One week one is a 
star and the next, the goat of the 
game, 


Even though one goes to the foot- 
ball games weekly, does he know the 
true facts of the game? This modern 
game was taken from a Roman game 
which had the same object—each 
player tried to carry the ball over his 
opponent’s goal. A game of the an- 
cient Aztec Indians is also faintly fa- 
miliar to the game although some- 
thing more like basketball. Playing 
with a hard solid rubber ball, the com- 
position of which wa§& similar to the 
modern steering wheel, the object of 
the game was to shoot the ball 
through a hoop stuck on the wall at 
right angles. In this manner only was 
the game similar to basketball. Any 
and every means was permissable to 
get the ball into scoring position, and 
modern football is a sissy game in 
comparison. 

American football is, however, on 
the same order of the English game 
but is much rougher and is played 
more scientifically. 

In modern football various means 
are used for scoring. To register six 
points or a touchdown a team of 
eleven men must carry the ball over 
its opponents goal. To garner the ex- 
tra point the ball must be dropkicked 
or kicked from placement between the 
uprights and over the bar of the goal 
posts at the end of the field. This try 
is made from the three yard line. 
These goals are ten feet above the 
ground and are 18% feet apart. The 
extra point may also be made by run- 
ning a play from the three-yard line 
which crosses the goal line. The two

goal which counts three points and 
the safety which adds two points to 
the score. The field goal is the same 
as the point after touchdown except 
that is kicked from any point on the 
field. A safety is scored when the team 
in possession of the ball is stopped 
back of its own goal line. 

Before 1906 the football was ad- 
vanced entirely by running; but after 
this date, the forward pass was intro- 
duced into the game by Knute Rockne 
and Gus Dorais. This step seemed to 
put more interest, excitement, and 
scoring into the game. 

Collegiate football teams play be- 
fore packed ‘houses of a tops of 100,- 
000 fans, while the professionals draw 
top crowds of fifty or sixty thousand 
spectators through the gates. The up 
and coming “pros,” however, will 
probably soon outdraw the collegians 
because of an all star line-up that is 
in the game at all times. 

The game is played by approximate- 
ly six hundred college teams. It was 
estimated that during 1935 there were 
approximately forty million persons 
that paid admission to college games. 
The income has totaled more than one 
million dollars in one university in one 
year. 

When football enters one’s mind, he 
can’t help but think of men like Knute 
Rockne whose services to the game 
have made him immortal. The four 
horsemen of Notre Dame were the 
best back field men in the country; 
they were the best in their day and it 
is certain that they would be just as 
great if they were playing now. An- 
other great football player was Red 
Grange, the fellow that carried the 
familiar number 77 on his back. Of 
course there are many other great 
men who are well known, but these 
few rank as the greatest of all.

Teachers And Pupils, Meet 
Man's Best Friend, The Dog

This is National Dog Week, 


should pay tribute to our canine friends. What other thing that 
exists deserves more praise than a dog anyway? Dog is man’s 
best friend, whether or not he is thoroughbred or just plain dog 


and hardly that. 

In the first place, what living ani- 
mal is most loyal to his master? The 
answer is inevitably the dog. Whether 
you are able to give him the best care 
available and the choicest food, or 
whether he must hunt for part of his 
food, a dog and nothing but a dog will 
stand as firmly by your side, no mat- 
ter how great the danger of the situ- 
ation may be. You read in the news- 
papers almost daily of an instance 
where a canine has sacrificed his life 
for the life of his one and only be- 
loved master. 

The dog is man’s best friend. You 
have heard and read this countless 
hundreds of times, and will continue 
to do so all during your life; but did 
you ever stop and think of how true 
this statement really is? Is there any- 
thing else that proves himself as de- 
pendable, obedient, helpful, friendly, 
and loyal as a canine chum? “A friend 
in need is a friend indeed” seems to 
be the guiding spirit of the dog. 

Very few of you have ever stopped 
to think of how brave and dependable 
your four-footed pals really are. Not 
one person in a thousand realizes how 
helpful and trustworthy dogs are. 
Thousands of blind persons have ac- 
quired new eyes through dogs trained 
to guide them. The following story, 
the facts of which were taken from 
the files of the British army points out 
many of the most notable points of a 
dog. 

In the World War, a detachment of 
troops was cut off from the main body 
of the British army, and the enemy 
was closing in on the small group 
with their large number. The tele- 
phone had been destroyed and unless 
Headquarters was notified, they would 
be wiped out. They had to send a 
messenger, but a man would be killed 
instantly by the enemy sharpshooters 
because a high, barren hill lay be- 
tween them and Headquarters. 

Collie Carries On 


The Colonel then wrote out a mes- 
sage and fastened it to the collar of 
a collie that had been trained to carry 
messages. They told the dog where to 
go, and he started over the hillside. 
Instantly, the enemy sharpshooters 
started firing on him, The dog gallop- 
ed on at top speed and a bullet raked 
his side, but he didn’t ever swerve. 
Soon a bullet cut his cheek. 

Nearing the crest of the hill, a bul- 
let pierced his body and he lurched, 
but tore on. As he reached the crest, 
a bullet broke his back and he fell to 
the ground apparently dead. Present- 
ly, however, he began to crawl on, 
dragging his hind legs. 

He appeared in Headquarters half 
an hour later. His gallant work done, 
he could now afford to die. He died 
while the message was being taken 
from his collar...the message which 
had saved the lives of hundreds of 
men. 

In what better way could a dog 
show his devotion to mankind? 

Another of the outstanding points 
of a dog is his intelligence. An experi- 
ence noted by Albert Payson Terhune 
about two of his dogs well demon- 
strates this. 

Wolf, a collie puppy of Terhune’s, 
would follow Lad around and dig up

In that never-ending sea of sage 
there soon sprang up small huts, of 
‘a mud typical to that section of the 
country, called ’dobes.

Nestled in the pines of the 
picturesque Sandia Mountains is the 
busy village of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. On one side of the town is 
La Placita, the old Mexican quarter.

‘quaint stone church of San Felipe, 


one of the oldest in America, with 
little half-naked brown babies play- 
ing in its shadow.

In broken 
English they explained that this was 
the Pueblo Indian Village of Old La- 
guna, built in 1540, and inhabited 
ever since then. We were approached 
so enchantingly by the shy little In- 
dian girls that rejecting their pottery 
was made an impossibility. However, 
the buying of the pottery was a small 


price to pay for the interest and en-_ 


joyment that we received from talk- 
ing to these people. :

That evening, as we arrived in 
Gallup, New Mexico, we were startled 
to see that the majority of people on 
the streets were Indians. Later we 
discovered that we had arrived dur- 
ing the largest of Indian ceremonials, 
in which the tribes from all over the 
country participated. __ 

In the early morning sun of the 
next day, there suddenly arose out 
of the colorless plains an extrava- 
gant fantasy of color—reds, purples, 
yellows, greens—the Painted Desert. 
With that still fresh in our minds we 
came upon another highly unusual 
spectacle.

mile-and-a-half tunnel blasted through 
solid rock.

Croquet Has Many 


cAncient Ancestors 





This game is played very much 
around our city and is very popular 
all over. That game is called croquet. 
Much like the game of billards it re- 
quires a good vision also a firmness of 
the wrist. Both old and young play 
it and it can be either be played in- 
side or outside. A level and smooth 
ground is required to play this game 
correctly. 

A croquet set consists of eight balls 
and eight mallets. These have a band 
painted on them, each ball has a dif- 
ferent colored band. Two stakes are 
needed and ten wire wickets. The 
wickets are placed in various positions 
and there is a stake at each end of 
the playing grounds. Two or more 
persons can play the game. Persons 
can also be partners in order to help 
each other. 

The idea of the game is for a per- 
son to make one complete circuit 
through the arches on one side in- 
cluding the middle one, hit the stake 
and return by passing through all the 
wickets on the other side and ending 
up at the starting point. If a person 
passes through a wicket he gains an- 
other turn. If he strikes another 
man’s ball he may either drive him 
out of position by placing his ball 
besides his opponent’s, and then he 
receives another turn, or he may set 
his ball a mallet-head length from his 
opponent’s ball and receive two extra 
turns to set himself in a better posi- 
tion. There are special rules which 
are needed, for instance, if a person 
hits an opponent’s ball he may not hit 
it again until he travels through the 
arch; until he does go through the 
wicket he is proclaimed dead on that 
certain person’s ball. A rover is a 
ball which,has completed one circuit 
going through all the wickets and fail- 
ing to touch home stake. Then he is 
allowed to help his partner by driving 
the enemy’s ball away and not be dead 
on that certain ball, but he has to hit 
another ball first before he is allowed 
to hit the first ball that he struck; in 
other words a rover is not allowed to 
strike one ball twice in succession. 

Another game derived from this is 
“poison”. A ball has to make a com- 
plete circuit and go through the last 
wickets without touching the last 
stake and then he is free to hit the 
other balls and when he hits a ball 
that ball is automatically out of the 
game. Thus the remaining ball is the 
winner of the game. 

Another game which is derived 
from croquet is the game of roque. 
This game is played on cement, cinder, 
or clay courts and is banked by a 
rubber padded border on all sides so 
the balls can rebound. The roque mal- 
let is shorter than the regular croquet 
mallet and has to be held by one hand 
lose to the ground.

Mr. John DeLong, .social science 
teacher at North Side, recently re- 
turned from an extensive trip in the 
western part of the United States. 

Mr. DeLong, accompanied by his 
wife, his eleven-year-old daughter, 
Maxine, and her dog, left as soon as 
school closed to visit his only brother 
who resides at Tarkio, Montana. 
From Fort Wayne they went to the 
Wisconsin Dells. Here they stayed 
about a week. They then went to St. 
Paul, Minnesota, and then followed 
close to the Canadian boundary across 
North Dakota. Mr, DeLong described 
this stretch of the trip as very monot- 
onous except for the many Indian res- 
ervations they passed. In eastern 
Montana they saw the largest earth- 
filled dam in the world, This was the 
Fort Peck Dam, situated on the Mis- 
souri River. This dam which was de- 
signed by army engineers, backs up 
water for one hundred and seventy- 
five miles. After seeing this spectacu- 
lar sight they proceeded on to Glacier 
National Park. Here his daughter, 
Maxine, actually threw snowballs in 
the month of July. Finally they reach- 
ed Tarkio, where his brother lives. 
This was just a small city, made up 
in population mostly of railroad em- 
ployees. 

Here they visited for a long time 
with Mr. DeLong’s brother. He has 
a very nice home in the heart of the 
mountain ranges. Many small moun- 
tain hikes, and short automobile drives 
were taken by both families. Mr. De- 
Long’s brother took a week’s vaca- 
tion and drove to the coast with Mr. 
DeLong and family. They went first 
to Pendleton, Oregon, and there they 
saw a large rodeo with a seating cap- 
acity of about 50,000. They also went 
through Portland, Oregon. They then 
followed a highway along the Colum- 
bia River until they came to Astoria. 
Mr. DeLong described this highway 
scenery as very beautiful and pictur- 
esque. He said it was even more 
beautiful than the national parks.

Next they turned south and stopped 
at Seaside on the Pacific ocean. Here 
they stayed at a friend’s house. Since 
they were on the ocean they took a 
refreshing swim in the cool waters 
of the Pacific. Then they came back 
to Astoria and at this city they took 
a boat along the coast and proceeded 
to Puget Sound and thence on to 
Seattle, Washington. The next stop 
was Ranier National Park. From here 
they doubled north till they reached 
the Grand Coulee Dam on the Colum- 
bia River. This dam is still not com- 
pleted, as it has 131 more feet to go 
until the top will be reached. They 
say this dam when completed will 
have more cement in it than all the 
dams that have been constructed. 

They then returned to Tarkio and 
then proceeded home.

May Be Purchased At 
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Bicyclists Asked 
To Obey Laws 
Governing Them 


. Police Will Closely Watch 
For Infringement 
Of Rules 


Strict rules for bicyclists, which 
were passed by the last Indiana State 
Legislature, are being enforced by 
the police. It was stated that any 
person disobeying these regulations 
would be performing an unlawful act, 
and that the parent or guardian of 
any child should not let him or her 
violate these laws. Every person rid- 
ing a bicycle is subject to these laws: 

Part 1—A person propelling a 
bicycle shall not ride on any other 
but a permanent and regular seat at- 
tached to the bicycle, nor carry an- 
other person otherwise than on a 
firmly attached and regular seat. - 

Part 2—No bicycle shall be used 
to carry more persons at one time 
than the number for which it is as- 
signed and equipped. 

Part 8—Any person riding upon a 
bicycle, coaster, roller skates, or toy 
vehicle shall not attach the same or 
himself to a street car or vehicle on 
a roadway. 

Part 4—No persons riding bicycles 
upon a roadway shall carry any pack- 
age, bundle or article which prevents 
the rider from keeping both hands on 
the handlebars. 

Part 5—No person shall ride a 
bicyele unless it is equipped with a 
bell or other device capable of giving 
a signal audible for a distance of at 
least one hundred feet, except that 
no-bicycle shall be equipped with, nor 
shall a person use any siren or 
whistle. 

Part 6—Persons riding bicycles 
upon a roadway shall not ride more 
than two abreast except on paths or 
parts of roadways set aside for the 
exclusive use of bicycles. 

Part 7—Every bicycle operated on 
a public highway from one-half hour 
after sunset until one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise shall be equipped with 
a lamp on the front exhibiting a white 
light visible from a distance of at 
least five hundred feet to the front 
and with a lamp on the rear exhibit- 
ing a red light visible from at least 
five hundred feet to the rear, except 
that a red reflector meeting the re- 
quirements of this act may be used 
in lieu of a rear light. 

Part 8—Also a bicycle rider shall 
observe all traffic rules and regula- 
tions applying to other vehicles as 
to the use of the right lane on the 
highway in travel, the stopping and 
proceeding in accord with traffic sig- 
nals, and the use of correct hand 
signals.

Riding on the crest of a two game 
winning streak, North Side will open 
the defense of the City Series cham- 
pionship tonight at 8 o’clock at the 
Northern athletic field against Cen- 
tral Catholic High School. Victors 
over Wabash and Mishawaka, the Red 
aggregation looks for somewhat of a 
breather in the clash as Central Cath- 
olic has shown little promise in its 
early games. They won their opener 
although it wasn’t much of a contest, 
but lost to a strong team of Tigers 
from Central High School 44-0 last 
Friday. The Redskins will not have 
much trouble in duplicating the feat 
of the Tigers, but frequent use of 
substitutions will probably hold the 
score down lower. 

Last year the Redskins dropped the 
Trish 51-0 and still had time to use 
almost forty-five players in the game. 
In the past four years the best the 
Purple and Gold could do was to hold 
the Redskins to a 13-all tie in 1935. 
In all other years the Red has won 
by large margins and this year will 
be no exception. 

The North Side starting lineup will 
outweigh the Irish about ten pounds 
to the man, but with substitutes in 
the game, as there will be most of 
the time, this weight advantage will 
disappear. This game will give the 
North second and third stringers 
much valuable game experience that 
will show in the future. 

Practice sessions for the week 
have found the Redskins working on 
pass defense and general fundamen- 
tals as well as running through their 
plays for timing. Pass defense will 
probably pay dividends as the Irish 
are liable to take to the’ air in the 
last part of the game. 

With no injuries to worry him, 
Bob Nulf will probably 
usual team, Ervin and Chrzan at the 
mds, Popp and Anspaugh at the 
ackles, Lougheed and Gordon at the 
guards and Tone at center.

Redskins Win 
Accredited To 
Aerial Work 


Northerners Use Six-Man 
Line Until Half; 
Seven After 


Cowan, Ervin, Young Star 
In Passing, Running 
Divisions 





The accurate throwing arm of Bob 
Young combined with the fleet feet of 
Bob Cowan spelled victory for North 
Side’s high-riding Redskins last Fri- 
day evening as a pair of touchdown 
passes and an 80-yard touchdown gal- 
lop defeated the Mishawaka Maroons 
25-14. 

The Redskins struck early in the 
first period on a pair of passes from 
Young to Ervin, and Cowan moved 
the ball from the Redskins’ 34 over 
the goal line. On the first play Cowan 
crossed up the opposition by calling 
for a pass. Ervin sprinted into the 
clear:and Young hit him with a 25- 
yard toss. Two running plays failed 
to gain through the: big Mishawaka 
line and Young threw his first touch- 
down pass to Cowan from the Maroon 
37 over the goal line. 

The Maroon offensive began to click 
and advanced through the six-man 
line which the Redskins were playing, 
to the 25 where they lost the ball on a 
fumble. One of Bob Cowan’s passes 
was intercepted and the Maroon ag- 
gregation put on a drive that ended 
with Severa plunging over from the 
one-foot line. Ballatore passed for the 
extra point. 

Cowan received the Maroon kickoff 
on his 20, started straight up the 
field, turned to the right to give his 
blockers a chance, and raced eighty 
yards for the payoff. Young’s attempt 
for the point from placement was 
wide and North Side led 13-7 at the 
half, 

Bob Cowan opened the third period 
with a 29-yard pass to Chrzan to the 
Maroon 39. Young then tossed his sec- 
ond perfect touchdown pass that trav- 
eled at least fifty yards to Cowan on 
the one-yard stripe from where he 
stepped over for a touchdown. The try 
for the point from placement by 
Young was blocked. 

The Maroon offense couldn’t seem 
to get started against the seven man 
line played by the Redskins after the 
half. A Maroon punt to North Side on 
the Mishawaka 40 gave the Redskins 
their final chance. With ten minutes 
to play Heiber and Cowan put on a 
sustained drive to the four-yard line 
from which Heiber counted on an end 
run. Young’s kick from placement 
was wide. 

With five minutes to go, Bob Nulf 
started substituting frequently, using 
nearly everyone in uniform. With 
North Side’s second and third strings 
in the game Mishawaka’s passing 
plays started clicking and the Ma- 
roons punched over their final touch- 
down from the one-foot line. Again 
their try for the extra point with a 
pass was unsuccessful. 

While outplayed in the statistics 
column the Redskins had it when they 
needed it enough to offset the large 
advantage shown by the Maroons in 
the yards gained from scrimmage. 
Three 15-yard penalties were called on 
North Side while the Maroons suffer- 
ed twenty yards’ loss.

Life, Lead, Sudden Death 





“A second of life; a second of eter- 
nal, flaming hell.” 

In America it was early morning. 
The sky was still black. In Europe 
statesmen frantically made a last at- 
tempt to fight off war. 

German troops and Polish troops 
faced each other on the Polish-Ger- 
man border. The mightier of the 
armies, Germany’s, had moved tons of 
munitions and heavy artillery up to 
the front. 

More than two million Americans 
waited, electrified, before their radios. 
It seemed impossible! Would there 
be war? That was the question that 
faced most of humanity. Statesmen 
were not sure, presidents and kings 


did not know, the citizens of America, - 


the subjects of Great Britain, the citi- 
zens of France, the masses of Ger- 
many and Russia; all wondered at the 
outcome. 

One man, however, knew what was 
to follow. He was Adolf Hitler. Every- 
thing was timed perfectly by Ger- 
many’s leader. zi 

Adolf Hitler made his speech. 
Americans wondered what it meant. 
They trembled, waiting. 

Finally word came: WAR! 

It did not come like a bombshell. 
For a few days people were unac- 
customed to the coolness with which 
they faced it. In foreign nations men 
and women prepared for air raids and 
sieges. 

In America people were not con- 
scious of a war. They knew nothing 
of its magnitude, nothing of {ts prog- 
ress, nothing of whether Britain and 
France would come to the aid of Po- 
land, or whether Russia or Italy might 
enter the conflict on the side of Ger- 
many. F 

Still, Americans are cool and confi- 
dent! that we can stay out of this 
war. If it comes, they know what it 
means. It happened before. They are 
not foolish enough to think it cannot 
happen again. 

Even yet, they cannot accustom 


themselves to the fact that there is a 
war raging on the soil of the Old 
World, that men, women and children 
are dying in air raids and ship‘ sink- 
ings, that men are killing one another 
as they did in the last war. 

As long as they cannot see it, they 
cannot know it. : 

But let each man remind himself 
that he could be there in the middle 
of it, that he could be struck by a 
shell or bullet, that he could be sent 
into any one of the thousands of hor- 
rible hells that war veterans suffer. 
Death would be so pleasant. Imagine 
being without an arm or a leg, with- 
out sight, without sanity. 

Millions of men are in arms. Air- 
planes roar over cities. Men and 
women run, and for every thousand 
that run, one lives a fraction of a sec- 
ond, long enough to héar a loud ex- 
plosion, to see a muddled picture, to 
feel something of an impact, to notice 
the sudden agonizing crush of tons of 
bricks and beams on his body, to die. 

For every several hundred men that 
pull a trigger in a trench one sud- 
denly screams as a bullet tears into 
his body, perhaps his head, slashing 
an artery, and lives for a second, long 
enough to see the blood, and feel it, 
warm and sticky, with his hands, Then 
it is all over for him, 

He, the living, has seen the sun in 
all its brightness. He has loved the 
summer day. He has lain in the sun. 
He has smelled the fragrance of the 
woods in the fall. He has gloried in 
the romantic moonlight. He has loved. 
He has breathed spring air, and it has 
made his heart beat faster. He has 
read the culture of ancients. He has 
studied. He has hoped. The bite of 
winter snows and winds made his 
heart beat faster. Life was his. The 
blue sky, the green grass, the clear 
air, the cool sea, the fleecy clouds, the 
forests, the stars, the leaves; all were 
his own; he had gloried in them, 
thrilled at*their nearness and their 
bountifulness.

Also, separate tickets are sold to 
patrons of the German subway. A 
separate ticket is needed for every 
street the train stops at. Therefore, 
four or five men were employed at 
the beginning of the line to sell 
tickets. As one got on the train, four 
or five more. men punched the tickets 
for the station listed as the destina- 
tion. The ticket must be kept during 
the ride and, at, the end, about five 
more men are employed to see that 
the passenger departs at the right 
station. Thus, over twenty men are 
employed in Germany to do the work 
that in America is done through the 
work of one single turnstile.

Bob Cowan paced | the North Side 
Redskins to their first city series win 
of the season over Central Catholic, 
last Friday evening, 34-7, scoring 
four touchdowns in the first half be- 
fore a crowd of 2,000. Cowan count- 
ed twice in the first quarter and 
twice in the second, while Moyer ad- 


‘ded the final North Side touchdown 


in the third period. The Irish scored 
in the last quarter with North Side’s 
sixth team in the fracas. Bob Nulf 
threw everything but his dignity into 
the one-sided fracas, using sixty-six 
boys to trounce the Irish. North Side 
outplayed the Irish in every depart- 
ment handling the ball to perfection 
and rolling up a total of 255 yards 
gained from scrimmage. 

The win put North Side on an even 
basis with Central in the race for city 
series honors as the Tigers trounced 
the Irish 44-0 two weeks ago. 

Bob Cowan opened the Redskin at- 
tack early in the first period. The 
Redskins received the kickoff and re- 
turned to their twenty-five, from 
where a sustained drive with four 
first downs took them to the Irish 
six, at which point Cowan crashed 
over left tackle to score. His conver- 
sion from placement was good and 
North led 7-0. Cowan hit pay dirt 
again in the same quarter when he 


skirted left end and raced forty-five’ 


yards with a beautiful “exhibition of 
broken field running. Cowan's place- 
kick for the point was successful. 

Bob Young then got his rifle arm 
working and hit Cowan with a 29-yard 
pass to which Cowan added a 35-yard 
sprint to score again. An attempted 
pass for the extra point, that started 
as a place-kick, was incomplete. 

A feeble attempt at a punt by Deh- 
ner went to Cowan a few minutes 
later on the Irish 27-yard line, who 
raced the remaining distance for the 
score. With a four-touchdown lead 
Bob Nulf pulled his first and second 
stringers from the game and sent in 
four new complete teams at ten-min- 
ute intervals. Moyer, second string 
back in the North lineup scored 
North Side’s final touchdown in the 
third period on a reverse that covered 
fifteen yards.

Fourth Straight Win; 
Probable. Champion 
To Be Named 


North Side Victors Five 
Consecutive Years; Cen- 
tral Reigns In Total

A virtual city series champion for 
1939 will be named tonight at the 
North Side athletic field when North 
Side’s vaunted Redskins tangle with 
the Bengals of Central High School at 
8 o’clock in search of their fourth 
straight win of the season. 

Last Friday night the Redskins 
opened their defense of the city 
championship by defeating a weak 
Central Catholic squad 34-7 with very 
little trouble. Since the Irish dropped 
their tilt to the Bengals two weeks 
ago, the Indians and Tigers are tied 
for the lead. The winner of this fracas 
is scheduled to breeze through South 
Side with a minimum of trouble and 
consequently be named ’39 champ. 

At the present time Central holds a 
slight edge over the Northerners in 
games won and in total points scored, 
but since the regime of Bob Nulf at 
North Side (five years) the Redskins 
have never been beaten by the Tigers. 
On one occasion during Nulf’s time 
at North Side, Mendenhall’s boys 
held the Redskins to a 0-0 deadlock. 
Last year the highly favored Red- 
skins were pressed to defeat a seri- 
ously determined band of Tigers 13-6 
and this year’s squad will be pushed 
hard to duplicate this win. Last 
year the Redskins went into the final 
period at a 6-all tie only to dig deep 
into their bag of tricks to score on a 
fancy lateral pass play. 

Graduation hit the Redskin forces 
hard while at Central the June serv- 
ices took very little off the Bengal 
squad. With practically the same line 
as faced the Redskins last year and 
a completely new backfield except for 
Hank Kulesza the Bengals are the fa- 
vorites on paper, having what dop- 
esters call an experience edge. 

With only Bob Cowan back for an- 
other tryout of the first two teams 
from last year, the Nulfmen will have 
to rely on the determined aggressive- 
ness that marked their first three 
games. The two lines will stack up 
about even in the tonnage counting, 
but the Tigers front wall is composed 
entirely of experienced men, while 
not one of the starting Indians was a 
first stringer last year. In the back- 
field, the Tigers have the experience 
edge while the North backfield will 
have the edge in speed and weight. 
Graduation took Frank Werling, Gay 
Turner, Everett Huth, and Gene 
Royer from North Side while Bill 
Hanley was the only loss at Central. 

A scoring duel will probably de- 
velop tonight between Bob Cowan, 
North Side’s flashy right half, and all 
round man Hank Kulesza of Central. 
At the present time Cowan holds the 
edge with nine touchdowns while Kul- 
esza has only four touchdowns and 
three extra points. A possible  all- 
state rating will be clinched by one 
of the boys as one of the two is prob- 
ably Fort Wayne’s gift to that depart- 
ment. 





Game For The Fans 

Of all the games of the city this 
year, this game will definitely have 
what is called “Football It.” Spec- 
tators could ask for nothing more 
than a game on which two champion- 
ships depends, and a game that fea- 
tures such stars as Bob Cowan and 
Hank Kulesza. Another spectator ap- 
peal item is the system of football 
vlayed by the teams. Both teams have 
the antelope style backs although 
North Side has probably the faster 
of the two. Both teams have a fine 
passing attack although in the early 
games the Redskins’ aerial work has 
developed more rapidly. To offset the 
famed Central speed, North Side will 
rely on the arm of Bob Young, aerial- 
ist supreme, for their passing.

Mr. Glen Gordy, in charge of the 
safety courses at North Side, has 
again outlined another year’s work, 
since it is mandatory that all high 
schools pupils must have one credit 
in Safety to satisfy the requirements 
for graduation. 

The safety text deals with the re- 
sponsibilities of the driver of the au- 
tomobile and the pedestrian. Most of 
the North Side students are new 
drivers and all are pedestrians, so the 
theme is almost universal in its scope. 
The safety discussions will also in- 
clude the subjects of fire prevention, 
shop hazards, bicycle perils, ete. 

The objectives of the safety course 
are: To impress upon pupils that 
high quality driving is not merely a 
matter of sufficient information and 
a high degree of skill, but of skills 
and habits plus proper attitudes; to 
familiarize students with certain 
traits that are sure to cause driving 
troubles; to assist a pupil to analyze 
himself to discover what it is about 
him that might cause him to have ac- 
cidents while driving; to acquaint pu- 
pils with the social responsibilities 
and obligations of a driver; to culti- 
vate in pupils an attitude of coopera- 
tion between pedestrian and motor- 
ist; to assist pupils, as pedestrians, 
to see why the pedestrian so often 
helps to cause accidents; to acquaint 
pupils with sound pedestrian prac- 
tices and to emphasize the importance 
of forming good pedestrian habits.

Girl Life Savers 
To Be Numerous, 
Class Roll Shows 


The Junior and Senior Life-Saving 
Class for Girls has started with 
thirty-one girls, The first lesson was 
discussed by Miss Margaret Spiegel 
from the outline which is fo be fol- 
lowed throughout the entire course. 

At the second lesson causes of 
drowning were discussed by the girls. 
Some of these were: (1) A non- 
swimmer steps off into’a “hole” and 
then gets panicky, which causes the 
accident; (2) Exhaustion, fainting, 
heart failure, or inability to regain 
footing after being swept off balance 
by current or wave; (3) Surf-board 
riding is an infrequent cause; (4) 
Over-estimation of ability is the most 
common cause. The types of ele- 
mentary rescue were also discussed, 
such as: (1) From the’shore with- 
in an arm’s length the rescuer drops 
to a prone position, the upper body 
extended over the water without over- 
balancing, and extends a hand to the 
victim. 

(2) If victim is beyond hand reach 
the position may be reversed so that 
with a good hand-hold on the edge 
and the body in the water the fully 
extended legs may be presented to 
the drowning victim to grasp. 

(3) When victim is just out of 
reach a garment of the rescuer may 
be extended to the victim such as a 
coat or sweatshirt. A pole or a rope 
may also be used in this way. 

(4) Throwing a ring buoy is an- 
other method. 

Lesson three has been discussed 
this week and lesson four will be 
next week on the usual day, Wednes- 
day, after school.

Redskins With 


Heavier Line 


North Side Is Nosed Out Of 
City, Conference Titles 
By Loss To Central 


Kulesza Kicking Somewhat 
Inaccurate; Reds Lose 
Ball On Fumbles 





Three fumbles cost North Side a 
city and conference championship 
last Friday night as the Bengals of 
Central High School capitalized on 
Red mistakes to beat the Indians 7-0 
before the largest football crowd of 
the season. Forty-five hundred fans 
were enthralled by one of the finest 
gridiron clashes ever to be seen in 
Fort Wayne. A scor s first half 
saw the Redskins outplay the slightly 
favored Tigers in all departments, 
making two touchdown bids that were 
halted by the fast charging Tiger 
forward wall. The Tigers scored in 
the third period on a su: ned drive 
featuring passes from the spread and 
hard straight football from the mid- 
field stripe, climaxed by a touchdown 
pass from Red Sitko to Horace Talley 
in the end zone. North Side made her 
final bid in the last quarter with 
Young completing two passes from 
the North 15-yard line to the Central 
85 only to have the gun sound ending 
the game as a third pass was in the 
air. Two excellent teams battled 
through four quarters of the toughest 
football possible, and until the last 
minute it was anybody’s ball game. 

Leon took Cowan’s kick off on the 
twenty and returned to the Bengal’s 
32-yard line where he fumbled on the 
second play of the game with Popp 
recovering for the Redskins. After 
two running plays failed to gain, Co- 





















,wan kicked to Kulesza on the Tiger 


18. <A punting duel between Cowan 
and Kulesza, with Cowan coming out 
ithe victor, took place during the re- 
mainder of the half. Kulesza kicked 
out from the Bengal 15 to the Indian 
45. Cowan’s kick to Leon on the 15 
returned to the 30-yard line of 
Tigers. The first North Side 
thrust came after the Central star 
kicked out of bounds on the Tiger 45. 
Cowan picked up six yards on a re- 
verse and ten on an off-tackle play 
for the first down of the game. Co- 
wan again skirted his own left end 
for eight yards to the Tiger 17-yard 
line from which Bojinoff got a first 
down on the first play of the second 
quarter. On the next play, the first 
of the costly fumbles happened with 
Heiber losing the ball when his hole 
failed to open and he was tackled 
hard. Kulesza kicked out of bounds 
on the 35 and North’s second chance 
was there. Heiber picked up six yards 
and Cowan made it a first down on 
the 22. Cowan picked up ten yards 
to the 12 from where a lateral pass 
put the ball on the Tiger three-yard 
line. Here the Tiger forward wall 
stiffened and the Redskins lost the 
ball on downs. 

Kulesza kicked out from behind the 
goal line and the Redskins started for 
a touchdown just as the half ended. 

Central kicked off to North Side to 
start the half with a Redskin touch- 
ing the kickoff and Central recover- 
ing. Kulesza kicked to the Redskin 
twenty-four where the big break in 
the game came. Bojinoff, attempting 
to hurdle over the Central line fum- 
bled and Kulesza picked the ball out 
of the air and returned it five yards 
for a first down on North Side’s 19- 
yard line. 

A pass from the famous spread for- 
mation to the Redskin 15-yard line 
and a subsequent end run by Kulesza 
put the ball on the Red five-yard line. 
A momentary setback of a fumble that 
lost one yard did not stop the Tigers, 
however. On the next play Red Sitko 
passed to Talley from the spread in 
the end zone for the only score of 
the game. Sitko converted from 
placement and the Bengals led 7-0. 

The last quarter passing attack of 
the Redskins fell a few minutes short 
of tying up the game. Cowan passed 
to Ervin on the forty and Young got 
eight off tackle. Young made it a 
first down on a spinner to the mid- 
field stripe. Cowan made 15 yards to 
the 15-yard line, from where two line 
plays failed to gain. Young then 
passed to Cowan on the nine and the 
Redskins had another of their chances. 
On the next play Cowan lost six yards 
and the threat was squelched as the 
Tigers took the ball on downs. Kul- 
esza kicked out but North lost the ball 
as Kulesza intercepted one of Young’s 
passes. Kulesza kicked out on North 
Side’s 15 after three atempts at run- 
ning failed to gain. Young picked 
up ten yards on two line plays and 
then tossed a 28 yard pass to Cowan 
on the 43. Two incomplete passes 
from Young intended for Cowan took 
up much valuable time with one min- 
ute left to play. Young then passed 
to Cowan on Central’s 35 and it looked 
as if the Redskins might score. How- 
ever, the gun sounded as the ball was 
in the air.

The pedestrian is far from blame- 
less. In more than two-thirds of all 
fatal pedestrian accidents in 1939 the 
pedestrian either was violating a traf- 
fic law or acting unsafely. 

Pedestrians most often walk into 
trouble when they cross a street or 
highway not at an intersection, in 
other words, when they “jay walk.” 

Why do drivers and pedestrians en- 
danger their lives like this? There 
are three reasons: bodily defects; 
lack of knowledge or skill; and im- 
proper attitude. 

Under bodily defects comes-intoxi- 
cation. State reports show that 9 per 
cent of drivers and 13 per cent of all 
pedestrians in 1938 fatal accidents 
had been drinking. 

Except for intoxication, reports 
showed only one per cent of all 
drivers as having any bodily defect. 
But the Safety Council believes this 
figure would be higher if all drivers 
and pedestrians involved in accidents 
were thoroughly examined for physi- 
cal deficiences. 

Under lack of knowledge or skill 
comes the violations of law and good 
driving practice. 

Many children have been struck 
down because they have never been 
taught the dangers of street play. 
Older persons, too, do dangerous 
things because their judgements are 
poor on distance, speeds, and other 
traffie conditions. 

Under improper attitude are those 
who day dream, take chances, ignore 
the rights of others, drivers and 
pedestrians, or become nervous and 
excitable at the slightest provoca- 
tion. In other words, while they do 
not really want to have an accident, 
neither do they sufficiently want not 


to have one. 

As for the highway, defects in road- 
way surfaces were reported in only 
4 per cent of 1938 fatal accidents. It 
points out, that there are other high- 
way characteristics, the correction of 
which would lessen the possibility of 
accidents. These include obstruc- 
tions to drivers’ view, lack of suit- 
able signs and signals, and inadeq- 
uacy of the street. 

What is the solution? 

“Vehicles and highways of the fu- 
ture must be built and maintained to 
make accidents less likely. But any 
real analysis of accident causes, 
proves that the further progress of 
traffic safety depends primarily on 
making sure that drivers and pedes- 
trians alike are allowed to use the 
highway only when they are in a safe 
physical condition, only after they are 
informed and trained in safe high- 
way practices, and only if they ex- 
hibit a proper regard for their own 
welfare and the right of others.”

Every fall, as the semester is be- 
ginning, each home room is given 
the opportunity of choosing a person 
to represent its members in the Stu- 
dent Council. Every prominent club 
sends its choice, and the heads of 
The Northerner, Legend, and a leader 
in one of the sports also attend.

made to obey traffic rules as motorists 
are, but at the same time give him the 
attention and protection the motorists 
get. 


The pedestrian is a major headache 
in America’s traffic situation, and one 
sure way to cut a big chunk out of 
the annual accident toll is to pay more 
attention to the pedestrian. 

Last year three of every five per- 
sons killed in traffic accidents in 
American cities were pedestrians. 

The people who walk into death and 
danger in such vast numbers are not 
mostly children, but five out of six of 
them are at least of high school age, 
and three-fourths are past the age of 
college students. 

Most of the pedestrians are killed at 
night, the reason being a combination 
of drinking, darkness, improper light- 
ing, glare of the headlights and dark 
clothing. 

The pedestrian has been sadly ne- 
glected. He has had to shift largely 
for himself. As a result he has formed 
his own rules and regulations. 

He has evolved the simple philoso- 
phy that his job is to get across the 
street as best he can, regardless of the 
time or place. 

In rural areas he walks on the 
pavement, on the wrong side of the 
road and wears dark clothing at night, 
further adding to his danger. 

The proposals made to help a pedes- 
trian are: 

1. Give the pedestrian the benefits 
of modern traffic engineering, under- 
passes, walk signals, and pedestrian 
islands in the city. Give him walk- 
ways, sidewalks and similar devices in 
the country, and in both city and 
country better lighting. 

2. Educate the pedestrian to use 
these devices, even more important, to 
use and obey signals and other pro- 
tective measures already in existence. 
This education should include specific 
campaigns in localities and among 
groups which have high accident 
rates. 

8. Having been given protection 
and shown how to use it the pedes- 
trian should be subject to the same 
strict enforcement of the traffic laws 
as is the motorist. He will use protec- 
tive devices and obey traffic rules to a 
much greater degree if they appeal to 
his common sense. 

4, Motorists wishing to make a left 
or right turn must wait for pedes- 
trians walking with the green light. 
We believe motorists will be inclined 
to do this if pedestrians obey the 
traffic signals. 

5. Police must be in thorough ac- 
cord with pedestrian control if such a 
program is to succeed. Much of the 
success of any such program depends 
on the tact, patience and efficiency of 
the police.

noney goes for when they attend the 
football games of the “Scalping” Red- 
skins. To begin with, Coach Nulf has 
suits to fit every one of his players no 
matter whether they are scrubs or 
play first or second teams. To replen- 
ish his varsity and varsity reserve 
squads he has a total of fifty red 
suits which all are available for any 
one game, and he has thirty-three 
white suits to outfit the team for out- 
of-town games. For practice he can 
outfit eighty-eight boys in practice 
suits. 

Now to get down to all the equip- 
ment a high school football player of 
North Side wears. To make it easier, 
we shall start from the bottom and 
work up to the very tip of his head. 
The first matter which comes up is his 
shoes. The player is equipped with 
Meather football shoes which have 
cleats on the soles. These cleats are 
made of hard rubber which enable the 
player to obtain a good footing. The 
shoes cost $12.50 a pair. The next 
item a gridiron star has to wear is a 
pair of wool sweat socks. These range 
from twenty-five cents to thirty-five 
cents a pair. 

Now we jump from the socks to the 
pants which are one of the main pro- 
tections of a player. The pants lace 
up high on the hips to give some pro- 
tection to the hip bones. The breeches 
are made'of gaberdine with woolen 
fiber thigh guards. North Side’s pants 
are gold. The pants cost $6 each. 

“?” shirts are worn next to the skin 
to take up the perspiration. These 
shirts range in price from twenty-five 
to forty cents. 

Worn on top of the “T” shirts is no 
doubt the most important part of pro- 
tection, the shoulder guards. These 
are made of tough leather which have 
sort of a cap piece fitting over each

Gradual Concrete Additions

When each new member is announced 
by Mr. Northrop, one may see a smile 
of achievement illuminate~his face 
as he walks to the stage where he re- 
ceives his National Honor Society pin, 
his award for scholarship, character, 
service, and leadership as exemplified 
by the inscription on the pin. 

Each year a certain percentage of 
the 11A, 12B, and 12A classes receive 
the aforementioned honor. Member- 
ship to the North Side High School 
Chapter of the National Honor Socie- 
ty of Secondary Schools is based on 
scholarship, service, leadership, and 
character. To be eligible for election 
one must be in the upper third of his 
class in scholarship, and must have 
spent at least one year at North Side. 
The final selection of the students to 
whom this honor will be bestowed is 
made wheh teachers rate eligible sen- 
iors.

To encourage scholarship in the 
home rooms, this society each year 
awards three honor plaques to the 
home room having the highest aver- 
age of grades.

Through the 
establishment of this fund the Na- 
tional Honor Society is serving a two- 
fold purpose—first, by encouragement

You, as the reader of this column, may think that it is an 
easy task to get an interview with Coach Chambers’ track man- 
agers. But no, my fine friends, this is a very difficult assignment, 
for Klaehn, Becker and Waggoner are three of the busiest fellows 


of the most difficult jobs to perform 
and they receive the least amount of 
credit for their services. Mor instance, 
they are found at work the year round 
including summer vacation and holi- 
days. Their labor during the sum- 
mer is a long, tiresome job, for at 
the end of each year they must take 
off all the locks that are on the lock- 
ers in the track room, and at the end 
of summer vacation, they return the 
locks to the lockers. They spend the 
rest of their time calling for track 
j equipment that was not returned and 
they also spend some time in deco- 
rating the track office. 

At the beginning of the *39 cross 
country season, Coach Rolla Chambers 
made the statement that each man- 
ager would have a certain job to per- 
form.

Coach Bob Nulf will take his band 
of fighting Redskins’ out to the 
Southern Stadium next Saturday aft- 
ernoon to attempt to upset the South 
Side Archers and hand them their 
first gridiron setback of the 1939 
season. 

Although the Archers are undefeat- 
ed this season the Redskins will un- 
doubtedly be the heavy favorites in 
their clash which will get under way 
at 2:00 p. m.

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Girl Life-Savers 
Receive Lessons 


Each Wednesday 


ts Are Required 
To Swim Ten Lengths 
Of Pool 


The girls’ junior and senior life- 
saving class is being continued every 
Wednesday evening after school. The 
first part of the period is given to the 
girls for swimming the required num- 
ber of lengths of the pool. Last week, 
they were to swim seven lengths and 
this week eight lengths, since the 
number of lengths are increased one 
for each week. Ten lengths in all are 
required for the test. 

The next part of the period is used 
for discussion of various topics. The 
week before last the requirements for 
saving a life were discussed. Some of 
those mentioned are as follows: 
(1) One, must be able to row a boat, 
(2) She must be able to judge the dis- 
tance between the victim and herself. 
(3) The applicant must be a strong 
swimmer. (4) She must know the 
types of rescue and know how to float, 
and (5) know how to surface dive. 
Last week the types of rescue were 
discussed as follows: If the person 
were close enough to shore any article, 
such as a piece of clothing, a pole, or 
2. log may be extended, or the hand or 
leg may be extended to the victim 
provided the rescuer has a stationary 
hold herself. If the person is farther 
from shore, one may row a boat out 
or swim out. If the victim is not down 
very deep, a surface dive may be used 
to bring him up. If he is down too 
deep for a surface dive one of the fol- 
lowing methods may be used: grap- 
pling irons, shepherd’s hook, or a 
waterglass. 

The last part of the period is used 
for drill work on strokes, surface 
diving, shallow diving, holds and car- 
ries. 

For this week’s lesson, the life-sav- 
ers-to-be swam nine lengths, reviewed 
the discussion of last week and dis- 
cussed new topics. The final test for 
both the juniors and-sehior life savers 
will be given sometime in November.

If this is true, the motion picture industry 
will have to increase its picture-making speed a hundred 
times. This will require thousands of more employees. 
Ten men.and women are required for every actor, so you 
won’t have “oomph” to work in radio or the movies,

But at the present, the radio industry is still a baby. 


If one wants a job at any station, all one can do is pester 


the management; work at any job you can get around 
the station; work for nothing at first. It isn’t easy. If 
one has a téchnical knowledge of radio, of course one 
should try for a job running a transmitter ora ‘control 
box or the always exciting installing and operating “a 
mike” in a disaster area or sports event. Almost every- 
one of radio men started with the little amateur station 
of his own to gain experience. : ’ 

Teaching a man all about radio is the job of numerous 
schools all over the country. Correspondence schools ad- 
vertised in pulp magazines aren’t very reliable. Going 
away to a well known radio college is the surest way to 
gain a radio education. One may spend anywhere from 
three months to a year learning the game. 

To be an announcer one must have a good education, 
fluent vocabulary, quick wits, and most important, a 
good speaking voice. An announcer, especially in smaller 
stations, is called on to write scripts, produce shows,: 
act in plays and act as a general do-all around the 
studios. - ; 

Both announcers and. technicians are subject’ to the 
“Fair Wage and Hour Law.” This is forty-two hours a 


week, , 


Wages run anywhere from fifteen dollars a week for 
the beginners to fifty dollars a week for key men. Of 
course, announcers, actors, and control men who are on 
network programs are paid by the sponsor in addition 
to the studio pay. :

Traffic Deaths Are 
Growing As Result 
Of Less Caution 


America’s most successful drive for 
traffic safety ran a red light and came 
to a dead stop in the second quarter 
of the year. 

For the first time in twenty years 
traffic deaths in the country went up 
one per cent in a month over the same 
period the preceding year. 

All the totals put together from 
the ups and downs in traffic accidents 
show a nine per cent drop from 1938 
to 1939. 

Traffic deaths in the first half of 
this year totaled 13,500, compared to 
14,160 of last year. 

The June death total was 2,330, just 
20 more than in June of last year. 

One thing to make accident reduc- 
tions more difficult in 1939 is the in- 
creased travel. Five months’ figures 
on gasoline consumption show a five 
per cent advance this year. As a re- 
sult of this increase in mileage, the 
death rate based on travel is 10 per 
cent lower this year than last. 

The nation can blame rural areas 
for the fact that its sustained traf- 
fic safety drive has bogged down after 
a cumulative saving of 8,782 lives. 

The slump in traffic improvement 
during the second quarter of the 
year is especially serious, in view 
of the fact that the nation now 18s 
in the vacation period of the year 
when traffic deaths and death rates 
almost invariably increase sharply. 

In cities from 10,000 to 25,000 
population, there were 53 per cent 
more deaths this year than last. _ 

By far the greatest improvement in 
this year’s record has been in ped- 
estrian accidents. Deaths of pedes- 
trians were down nine per cent in the 
first five months, compared with a 
drop of only three per cent in other 
types of fatal accidents. ) 

Fatality decreases were reported in 
all age classifications for the first five 
months of the year, but the drop 
amounted to only one per cent among 
persons from 15 to 24 years. The 
best showing was an eight per cent 
decline among children under five 
years while deaths were seven per 
cent fewer among all persons over 25 
years old.

‘Education For Self Realization _ 
By Virginia Groth 

‘This is American Education Week. 
In this connection, the week topic for 
Monday is ‘Education for Self Reali- 
zation.” Every high school can well 
afford to evaluate its own program in 
terms of the objectives of self- reali- 
zation and plan for a careful presen- 
tation of this program—These objec- 
tives I would list as the marks of an 
educated person: 


1. The Inquiring Mind—an edu-| 


cated person has an appetite for learn- 
ing. 

2. Speech-Reading-Writing—an ed- 
ucated person speaks, reads, and 
writes celarly, efficiently, and effec- 
tively. 

8. Sight and Hearing—an educated 
person is skilled in listening and ob- 
serving. 

4, Health Knowledge—an educated 
person understands the basic facts 
concerning health and prevention of 
disease and the improvement of 
health in the community. 

5. Recreation—an educated person 
is a participant and spectator in many 
sports and pastimes. 

6. Intellectual Interests—an edu- 
cated person has mental resources for 
the use of leisure. 

7. Esthetic Interests—an educated 
person appreciates beauty. 

8, Character—an educated person 
gives responsible direction to his own 
life. 

Education for self realization in the 
modern high school is most of all a 
matter of wise guidance and helpful 
stimulation to do one’s best. Such 
guidance and stimulation must come 
primarily from the individual teacher 
in the class room who really becomes 
guide, philosopher, and friend to the 
pupil. The high school of today must 
deal with all types of youth. Not 
merely as in former years, with those 
who plan to go to college. Some edu- 
cators interpret education as the ac- 
quisition of knowledge—the memori- 
zation of facts; others as a prepara- 
tion for the future—a guarantee that 
one can participate in the responsi- 
bilities of adult life, but to me, edu- 
cation is life—and life is education— 
It is a development physically, men- 
tally, emotionally, spiritually and 
socially. A never ceasing urge for 
self realization is the dynamo of pro- 
gress. Parents and teachers can create 
situations so that the child can help 
himself from where he is to where he 
is going. So far as is shown, the full- 
est and best life for a child of any 
given age is also the best preparation 
for his life as an adult. If we coopey- 
ate with him to meet and solve present 
situations, it adds to his effectiveness 
and happiness as he grows older. 

What parent does not covet for his 
child the enriched living a modern 
high school can provide? The high 
school of today has faith that the on- 
coming generation will have a greater 
realization of self and a realization 
of the great and lasting purposes of 
life than any generation that has gone 
before.

; Only One Armistice 


“THOU SHALT NOT KILL’—thus reads the 
_ sixth of the ten commandments stated in Exodus 
20, 13. Four words is all that’s given—all that’s 


F needed for explanation. This, one of probably the 


ten most important laws set down for all peoples 
of the World to follow, is violated directly by 
thousands of persons when a war exists between 
various nations. . 


Tomorrow will be set aside so the citizens of 
the United States of America can observe the 
signing of the Armistice which ended the World 
War just twenty-one years ago—November 11, 
1918. America wasn’t in the war long enough to 
lose an enormous number of soldiers, but the citi- 
zens of the United States staged probably the 
greatest celebration of all time when news reach- 
ed the continent that the nations at war had 
signed an armistice. People showed their joy for 
several days, and even yet, one day of each year 
is set aside for the recognition of this joyous oc- 
casion. 


But, with the signing of the Armistice, life 
was not again restored to some odd 20,000,000 
soldiers and even greater number of civilians who 
were victims of the Great War; and the $400,- 
000,000,000 which were blown up in the form of 
munitions, did not return to the common citizens. 
Yes, that was the most noticeable, yet a small 
part of the total, toll of the 1914-18 War. A pa- 
rade of soldiers marching ten ‘abreast, two sec- 
onds apart, every hour, day and night, for forty- 
six days, and even a greater number of civilians 
were killed by the War. The money spent, reliable 

‘experts have proven, was enough to furnish 
every family in Canada, United States, Russia, 
Great Britain, Germany, France, and Australia 
with a furnished house and grounds worth 
$4,000; a $5,000,000 library and a $10,000,000 
university for every community of over twenty 
thousand persons; 250,000 teachers and nurses a 
permanent salary of $1,000 per year just from 
interest from a part of it; and to buy all property 
and wealth in France and Belgium—including all 


factories, public buildings, homes, railroads, . 


churches, etc. 


But, through ignorance, this wholesale slaugh- 
ter resulted, and all this money was worse than 
wasted. Nothing was accomplished—people were 
demoralized—persons were crippled for life— 
future criminals were bred—women and children 
were starved—homes, factories, schools, farm- 
lands were ruined—and all because there were 
enough fools loose in the world who thought that 
war pays, that millions of persons were gradually 
led to believe there is glory in war—profit in war 
—and betterment in war. 


The nations of Europe were probably happier 
than we Americans when the war ended, but al- 
ready they have been worked into a frenzy so 
that they again want war. Americans, owing 
much thanks to their governmental foundations 
and ideals, and their elaborate education system, 
still show enough intelligence that they are 
against combat on battlefields. We citizens, as 
members of a democracy, should express our 
views and opinions to keep the nation intelligent 
and stay out of war. 


The money spent in the Great War in four 
years was enough that all nations of the world 
eould be enjoying prosperity and happiness now, 
had it been put to a use instead of disuse. Many 
leaders say the trouble is that the Armistice 
stopped physical but not mental combat, and this 
is true, but it is our duty as Americans, to right 
this wrong and others which tend to weaken our 
spirits, so we may continue to think straight 
and avoid war. Education is what is going to 
strengthen our nation, and the foundation for 
good education is right here in North Side, so we 
Redskins, as loyal American citizens should re- 
solve tomorrow to educate ourselves to study 
propaganda, politics, and economic betterment, 
and to realize that war is degenerating, so that 
for all time to come, Americans can always cele- 
brate November 11 as their ONE AND ONLY 
ARMISTICE DAY. ’

Arrangements have been made with 
a number of colleges by #the Civilian 
Aeronautics Authority to co-operate 
in its Civilian Pilot Trainng Pro- 
gram. Beginning October 1, several 
thousand young men, between the ages 
of 18 and 25, having required educa- 
tional and physical qualifications, may 
receive 72 hours of ground instruction 
and 35 to 50 hours’ flying time under 
the supervision of an approved flying 
instructor at a convenient airport. 
The ground instruction may be given 
by an approved instructor of the col- 
lege staff. 

At Indiana Technical College a 
group of 20 students composes the 
present quota which will receive 
ground and flight instruction during 
the remainder of the fall term and 
for the duration of the winter term. 

Indiana Tech graduates in aeronau- 
tical engineering are finding easy 
placement.

Coach Bob Nulf will take the role 
of the Count of Monte Cristo tonight 
when he sends his Red Warriors 
against the Irish of Cathedral High 
School from Indianapolis, hoping to 
avenge last year’s defeat which 
toppled North Side from the ranks of 
the undefeated and cost them a pos- 
sible state championship. With a per- 
fect record of eight straight wins, 
last year’s team went to Indianapolis 
confident of their first undefeated, un- 
tied season, only to be dumped from 

) their high ranking with an 18-6 loss. 

As this game approaches, the same 
set-up is apparent. Although North 
Side has been defeated, they are still 
the slight favorites that they were 

' a year ago, since they are unbeaten 
"by any out of town school so far this 
year. 

Coach Joe Harmon will bring to 
| Fort Wayne a fine team that has an 
enviable record so far this year, los- 
ing only to Washington, Technical, 
and Shortridge of Indianapolis. Since 
Sindianapolis city competition is about 
the toughest in the state, these losses 
to city schools can not be looked upon 
as much of a blot on the Irish record 
since they lost two games by only 
one touchdown and the other by two. 

The Irish have so far this year de- 
feated Marion 12-0, Noblesville 24-0, 
Southport 7-0, Muncie 12-6, Elwood 
20-0, and Manual of Indianapolis 6-0. 
This gives the Irish a record of six

Council Meeting 


Principal Makes Sugges- 
tions For Improvement Of 
Grounds, Buildings 
Representatives Are Chosen 
To Attend Four City 
Schools 





Mr. Milton Northrop made a num- 
ber of suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the school building and the 
grounds at the student council meet- 
ing held Monday. 

Acting on these suggestions, Dean 
Needham, president of student coun- 
cil, appointed a tentative building and 
grounds committee. A few of the 
duties of this committee will be to 
see that paper, candy wrappers, and 
other articles are not thrown around 
on the school grounds.

Principal Attends 
Session Monday 


Mr. Northrop Is Present At 
Annual Conference At 
Indiana University 


At the third Annual Principals- 
Freshmen Conference at Indiana Uni- 
versity on Monday, November 13, Mr. 
Milton H. Northrop, principal of 
North Side, secured some very help- 
ful suggestions to pass on to those 
in North Side who may attend col- 
lege or a university. 

Principals that have students en- 
rolled in Indiana University for the 
first time were invited to attend the 
conference, 

Each principal was assigned a cer- 
tain room in which he held a confer- 
ence with the students who were in- 
formed by letter as to the time they 
were to appear for the conference. 

The purpose of the conference was 
to give the principals an opportunity 
to see how the freshmen are getting 
along in their college work, to find 
out if their high school preparation 
was adequate, and if it was, to learn 
in what way, and to secure sugges- 
tions for the solution of the prob- 
lems. 

North Side has sixteen people en- 
rolled for the first time this fall in 
the university. Mr. Northrop stated 
that all of them came to see him and 
that he had a very enjoyable. con- 
ference. For the most part, the stu- 
dents are getting along very nicely, 
enjoying the work and association at 
the university. 

The morning session was held from 
9:00 until 12:00 o’clock. From 12:15 
to 2:15 o’clock; a luncheon and pro- 
gram was carried out. Dean Henry 
L. Smith, School of Education, Indi- 
ana University, presided at the lunch- © 
eon. “The Youth Problem,” was dis- 
cussed by Dr. Charles H. Judd, Edu- 
cational Consultant of National 
Youth Administration. 

In the afternoon, session group con- 
ferences were held. There were four 
groups, English, Foreign Language, 
Mathematics-Science, and Personnel 
and Personal Problems group. Mr. 
Northrop was placed in the Personyel 
and Personal Problems group. e 
members discussed many of the prob- 
lems. 
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Teachers Should Realize Test Questions 
Regarding Personal Opinion Hazardous 


Students of North Side have by the-time they 
enter high school learned to expect the inevi- 
table and a little worse than that when it comes 
time for giving examinations. Hundreds of dif- 
ferent kinds of questions are asked on different 
tests—pupils learn by experience what kinds of 
questions to expect from certain teachers. How- 
ever, of all the many kinds of questions there are 
to be asked, Redskin students probably detest 
more than any other kind, the ones that deal 
with personal opinions on a subject. They do not 
object especially to the kind of question, but ob- 
ject because they know that some teachers are 
not fair in grading this type of question. 

Teachers occasionally include a question on an 
examination that asks a student to express his 
opinion regarding a certain item. Regardless of 
how well each individual in the class may answer 
this request, too often, the teacher eyes this an- 
swer in relation to his own view and rates it ac- 
cordingly. Not all teachers have this fault—only 
a few do—but how can these few teachers expect 
to encourage their pupils when they grade them 
like this. Student opinions may often express 
deep thinking and intelligent reasoning, but how 
will a pupil be encouraged to think well if he re- 
ceives poor grades for his effort simply because 
it wasn’t in accordance with that of the instruc- 
tor? 

This method of rating on the part of faculty 
members not only harms the pupils but harms 
the members themselves because it shows that 
they do not have their minds open to accept dif- 
ferent opinions about a certain thing, and are 
unwilling to change their viewpoint, no matter 
how absurd it may seem, not only to others, but 
even to themselves. 





Students Asked To Show Effort 
Toward Securing New Stadium 


From all that has been gathered from reading 
and writing during the past few days, it seems 
that we North Siders are soon to have a new con- 
crete stadium of which we can justly be proud. 
Although it may not appear overnight, it is des- 
tined to be built, piece by piece, if necessary, un- 
til Redskins can point with pride to one more 
modern contrivance they have at their disposal. 
Nothing is definite yet about the arrangements 
except that most everyone is pushing for this 
improvement, which is hoped to be completed be- 
fore the football season opens next year. 

North Side has many modern conveniences of 
various kinds, and probably the most needed at 
the present time is the proposed new stadium.

Redskins Beat 
Indianapolis In 


Final Contest 


Hieber, Bojinoff Pile Up 
14 Points For Reds; 
Cathedral, 0 





Opponents Make One Seri- 
ous Threat; Stopped By 
Bojinoff 


North Side’s Redskins closed an- 
other highly successful football sea- 
son here last Friday night with an 
impressive 14-0 win over the Irish of 
Cathedral High School before one 
thousand shivering fans. The Red- 
skins scored in the first and second 
periods and made both conversions: to 
score their eighth win in nine starts 
for one of their most successful sea- 
sons. 

Wayne -Hieber and Mike Bojinoff 
did the scoring for the Nulfmen, 
Hieber on a 13-yard pass from Cowan 
and Bojinoff on a line smash from 
the one-yard line. Playing his. last 
football game for North Side, Hieber 
turned in one of his best perform- 
ances to date, displaying a beautiful 
brand of offensive and defensive ball. 

It took the Redskins just ten plays 
from the opening kickoff to mark up 
their first score. Bob Cowan sparked 
the first touchdown drive with a] 
26-yard dash and three perfect aerial 
tries. Hurley kicked to Cowan after 
failing to gain on two plays after the 
kick-off. Cowan and Hieber carrying 
the ball alternately advanced to the 
North 34. Cowan then broke loose to 
the Irish 40-yard line from where he 
tossed a pass to Ervin on the 13. His 
next pass found Hieber on the 2 from 
where he scored. Cowan passed to 
Ervin from placement formation for 
the point. 

The Irish stemmed North’s second 
scoring threat in the first period, stop- 
ping the Redskins on the 10-yard line 
and taking the ball on downs. Wayne 
Hieber set up the Redskins’ final 
touchdown, intercepting an Irish pass 
on the North 35. Bojinoff went to the 
Trish 34 from a fake pass spread 
formation. Hieber picked up nine 
yards off tackle to the 23-yard line 
and Bojinoff carried the ball to the 
13. Cowan skirted his end to the two- 
yard line from where Bojinoff scored 
a minute later on a line smash. Cowan 
used the same pass to secure the extra 
point. 

Bojinoff intercepted an Irish pass 
on the North 35 to stop the Ivrish’s 
enly serious threat just as the half 
ended. In the third quarter Cowan 
end Hurrle engaged in a kicking duel 
with Cowan twice kicking out of 
bounds inside the 10-yard line. Hieber 
irtercepted another Irish toss as the 
fourth quarter began, but failed to 
convert it into a touchdown as four 
pass plays failed to click for the Nulf- 
men.

The last week of Fort Wayne prep 
schools football season has passed. 
Most of them boosted their averages 
in their last opportunity and others 
have stayed at a standstill. 

Cowan, though he was unable to 
score in his last opportunity, had 
such a large lead*from his previous 
scoring that it was unnecessary to 
make any points to stay in the -lead. 
He had no competition whatsoever 
from any of the other prep players 
and is still far, far out in front. Mak- 
ing a fine attempt to catch the rec- 
ord of Harmon from Michigan, when 
he was in high school, Bob fell a 
little behind the great football play- 
er’s total. 

Bob has the final total for the 1939 
season of twenty touchdowns and 
nine extra pointers for the sum of 
129 points. Behind Cowan is Kulesza 
of Central with half as many six- 
pointers and the same amount of ex- 
tras. Wayne Hieber of North Side 
made a gain by climbing from ninth 
place of the last standing to seventh 
place for the final week. Wayne has 
four touchdowns and three converts 
for the grand total of 27 points. Mike 
Bojinoff, also of North Side, seemed 
to be another player who took’ ad- 
vantage of the last week of football. 
Mike jumped from sixteenth place to 
tenth place for this last week of Fort 
Wayne football. 

North Side still holds the lead in 
touchdowns.

Techniques Of | Defense, Re- 
lease Is Studied

The Life Saving class for girls has

Last week they studied the tech- 
niques of defense and release and 
emg of the problems presented in 
the discussion were: 

Explain that while a rescuer should 
not come within the grasp of a drown- 
ing victim it can happen and how;

taken; emphasize the three funda- 
mental principles of , ducking the 
head, getting air, and going under 
water. 

For their practice and demonsitg: 
tion in the water the life savers were 
taught the pivot parry, front head 
hold release (two methods), release 
for double grip on wrist, rear head 
hold release. 

This week the class studied resusci- 
tation and some of the points brought 
out in the discussion were: What a 
shallow water carry is and when and 
how it is used; asphyxiation case and 
the measures taken to prepare the 
victim for artificial respiration, to 
apply it, and what supplementary and 
after treatments are given. 

In their water demonstration and 
analysis the girls practiced the sad- 
dleback carry, “letdown” and “turn- 
over”, artificial respiration, change of 
operators, position of victim after 
recovery and for transportation. 

They had no review practice this 
week.

Seriously, though, the football man- 
agers have an exceedingly tough 
job. They have so much work that new 
men have been added. The entire force 
consists of Tom Neff, Nick Werling, 
John Walborn, Bill Stauffer, “Slug- 
ger” Dolsen, Hugh Leisey, Frank 
Schick, and George Brown. Neff is 
Senior Manager, Walborn is “Chief 
Water Boy,” and Dolsen makes Wal- 
born’s job possible, because he brings 
the water to the field from the mana- 
ger’s room. The other boys have no 
special jobs. 

When football practice starts in the 
fall, the managers have to give out 
the equipment and make records to 
whom it is given. When football prac- 
tice ends, the managers have to collect 
the equipment and put it away for 
winter. The boys clean the varsity 


helmets after every game, so they are |: 


white for the following game. 

When the squad has a scrimmage, 
practice jerseys are used so that the 
two teams can be distinguished. This, 
makes more work for the student man- 
agers. The jerseys have to be unpack- 
ed and repacked. Before each home 
game, the field has to be lined. The 
managers spend at least two and one 
half hours doing this. 


The, boys help with the boys: gym 
classes every day. This takes part of 
their time while they are in school. 
Whenever anyone of the players gets 
hurt, he is first taken care of by the 
student managers. If muscles are sore, 
a salve called “Red Hot” is applied, 
and a heat lamp is used. Scratches 
and cuts are taken care of in good 
order. When a boy is injured on the 
field, the first aid kit is taken out in 
case it is needed. On the whole, the 
first aid unit is very efficient. In order 
that the managers do not get tired of 
one job, they alternate them. 

The next time you are at a football 
game, and you see Johnnie Walborn 
running out on the field with water 
for the players, do not say, “Gee, I 
wish I had a soft job like his,” because 
he has no soft job.

It hardly seems possible that in little more than 
twenty-five years the manufacture of automobiles should 
become the foremost manufacturing industry in the 
United States; yet, such is the fact. The 1932 output 
of $784,500,000 worth of cars and trucks puts this 
industry in first place among the productive industries. 

There are 21,045,000 cars in the United States, or 
one to every family, and ten per cent of the families 
that own cars have more than one: In 1932, Canada 
had 1,103,089 motor cars; Great Britain had 1,493,474; 


and Russia, 60,324. F 

The average cost of the operation of a motor car 
weighing 3,000 pounds is ten cents per mile, including 
maintenance, depreciation, interest, insurance, garage, 
and license fees, The average life of a car is about 
seven years, and the average age of all cars running ~ 
in January, 1938, was 4.68 years. 

The industry employs not far from four million per- 
sons, and in 1932 produced 1,134,422 cars. The amount 
of material used in the manufacture of these cars is 
astonishing. Fifty-five per cent of all the plateglass 
produced in America is used in American-made auto- 
mobiles; 17 per cent of all steel and iron produced; 
83 per cent of the consumption of crude rubber; and 
30 per cent of all the aluminum products are used in 
automobile construction. 


These figures show the wide-spread popularity and 
universal use of the automobile. They indicate why 
streets are blocked by the parking of cars, why high- 
ways are congested with traffic, and why all communi- 
ties are demanding good roads. :

American Legion Commander 
Gives Armistice Talk At 
' Assembly

Ralph ‘P. Gates, past commander 
of the Indiana department of the 
American Legion, was the: principal 
speaker of the Armistice Day assem- 
bly held Friday morning. 

Mr. Gates stated that Armistice 
Day was not.a day of memory | but 
one on which we should make reso- 
lutions to keep America like’ it has 
been since 1917. ° 

Mr. Gates went on to say that to- 
day we look at. Europe as we did in 
1914, with its marching troops, sub- 
marines and firing fronts. But as 
we see all this we are only more de- 
termined to keep the words of’George 
Washington, “America shall always 
remain free from foreign entangle- 


gain by* entering the war, we don’t 
want any more territory, but on/the 
other hand, look at the loss we would 
have, Not only the loss of men and 
money, but perhaps the loss of the 
freedom for which we have fought for 
many generations. 

As we think of the ante sol- 
dier we ask ourselves, what was the 
reason for his death? He gave his 
life to carry doctrines of American 
democracy, to foreign countries and 
for what value? The day is past, I 
am glad to say, when Amefica will 
sacrifice its young men to satisfy the 
greed of foreign countries. 

Mr. Gates added that as young 
Americans it is our duty to fight for 
that which our forefathers fought, 
the right to own property, freedom 
of speech and of the press and many 
other qualities’ of” which America 
ee:

Wonders Of Bottle Of Pop 
Revealed In Educational Trip 


Clink! Clank! What a lot of noise those bottles make bump- 
ing against each other as they start out on their long journey 
through the bottling works: Do you ever stop to think of 
all the things that go into that ice cold pop that you drink at the

games and other places? 
you don’t, since you do not know. 
The following is a brief description of 
the process of making that pop. 

As you enter the bottling room, 
the first thing that meets your eyes 
is a large, oblong glass case. It re- 
sembles a washing machine as it has 
long pistons which keep the water in 
a whirlpool of bubbles and suds. This 
is the washer which sterilizes the 
bottles. A three per cent caustic so- 
lution is used to kill any germs which 
might be present. The bottles pass 
through three different steps in the 
process of washing. First the bot- 
tles are rinsed in clear water of 135 
degrees F., next a caustic solution is 
used and finally rinsed in clear water 
again at 130 degrees F. 

The second step in making a bottle 
of pop, is to fill the bottle with the 
proper amount of syrup or flavoring. 
Six-ounce cups containing the amount 
of syrup needed, empty their con- 
tents into the bottles. Carbonated 
water fills the remaining part of the 
bottle. The different flavors require a 
certain percentage of carbon, which 
ranges from 3.5 per cent to 6 per 
cent. 

After being filled, they travel on 
down the conveyor to the capping ma- 
chine. Here caps are placed on the 
bottles at the rate of 85 per minute 
or three and one-half cases per min- 
ute. 

As the bottles leave the capping 
machine, they continue on to the mixer 
which turns the bottles over so.as to 
mix the syrup and water. They leave 
the mixer and travel by the conveyor 
to neon inspection. A neon light re- 
flects any impurities, which might be 
present, into a mirror, which the in- 
spector is watching. He can easily 
remove any bottles that are not satis- 
factory. 

Passing from neon inspection, they 
are packed into the cases in which 
they are distributed to the dealers. 

There are two different si made 
here. One is the large par ize, and 
the other is the regular sized bottle. 
The large bottles are labeled by a 
labeling machine.

Football—25 points for service; 10 
points for indoor spring practice; 10 
points for outdoor spring practice; 
6 points for each quarter played. 

Basketball—25 points for service; 
2 points for each quarter played; 1 
point for each reserve basketball 
quarter played. 

In cases where a boy becomes in- 
eligible but remains out with the 
squad as all the other members do 
and rightfully earns his service points 
hese will not be awarded until he 
vecomes eligible again and has re- 
sumed competition. 

Calculation of points: 

A boy participating in any part of 
the two-minute unit of a game will 
receive credit for the full two min- 
tes, 

Quarters to be carried out one 
decimal, 

Points to be figured to the nearest 
whole number. 

For three unexcused absences a 
boy loses his service points. 
One hundred seventy-five 
are required for a letter.

Goach ‘Nulf Changes From 
School Sports To Fishing 


This is written for those people who do not know much about 
Coach Bob Nulf. Although he is a native of Fort Wayne, there 
are those who did not know it, including the author of this 


feature. 
Coach Nulf was graduated from 





Central High School in 1924 and went] Chester College in their freshman 


to the University of Illinois in 1925. 
Then Butler University claimed him 
for two years. After graduating from 
Tilinois in 1928, he coached football, 
basketball, and baseball at Norwich, 
New York. He came back to Fort 
Wayne in 1930 to be assistant coach 
at Central High. 

Since the day he first saw the light 
of the world, Coach Nulf has been an 
ardent hunter and fisher. Every sum- 
mer he takes his leisure on some 
northern lake. He does not especially 
care to catch the small fry, but goes 
for the big boys. The results that he 
gets are proof enough. He generally 
fishes until the season closes; al- 
though he does take time out to attend 
the coaches’ convention held before 
school starts. Football, basketball, and 
closed seasons are the only things that 
keep him from fishing all the time, 
unless it would be hunting. His hunt- 
ing expeditions are usually great suc- 
cesses. His office is full of hunting 
and fishing trophies. 

Since Coach Nulf came to North 
Side in 1934, his football teams have 
won forty games and lost only eight. 
In the last four years North Side 
teams have never fallen below the 
.500 mark. In 1937, the football team 
won eight and lost none. They were 
the city and Northeastern Indiana 
Conference champions in 1937 and 
1938.

There are still other boys who were 
coached by Nulf, but are too numer- 
ous to mention. 

On the whole, North Side has been 
very successful in the six years that 
Coach Nulf has been here. He has 
brought honor and reknown to the 
school. Nulf-coached teams have put 
North Side on the so-called map. In 
addition to good football teams, he 
has coached good basketball teams, 
and has hopes of going very far this 
year. North Side was very fortunate 
in obtaining Bob Nulf to coach North 
Side athletic teams. More power to 
you, Coach Bob Nulf.

Stewardess Gives Talk 


Marjorie Rose Gilroy Explains 
Duties, Qualifications Of 
Air Hostess 








Miss Marjorie Rose Gilroy, former 
stewardess for the American Airways, 
addressed the student body in an as- 
sembly held Tuesday morning, con- 
cerning airplanes and the duties, sal- 
ary and qualifications of a stewardess. 

To be a stewardess it is necessary 
to have three years Nurses Training 
and at least one year of practice. 
They are accepted at the ages of 21 
and 26 and they remain in service 
after they are 26 years old providing 
they retain their youth. 

Before they are assigned to their 
respective jobs, they are given a 6 
weeks course. In this course they 
learn engineering and use of the vari- 
ous parts of the plane, the use of the 
three radio sets and a study of mete- 
orology. * 

The duties of the stewardess are to 
make the passengers as comfortable 
as possible and answer any questions 
which they might ask. 

Miss Gilroy also explained the radio 
beam, as to use and construction, and

D® you ever stop to think how somber the holiday time would 
be without the gaiety of the decorations in our shops and. 
homes, or churches and streets? Surely each small green branch, 


each sprig of berried holly, and every modest homemade wreath 
has its place at this time of joy and gladness. ) 


Christmas is a glorious part of the: 
world’s best loved customs, brought 
here by our forefathers and observed, 
with only slight modifications, down 
through the years. Some of the cus- 
toms have been adopted by whole com- 
munities, and some remain provincial 
and to most of us strange and foreign. 

Christmas customs trace back to 
the Middle Ages, back eyen to the days 
before Christ. The pagan Romans 
used to hang gold and silver masks of 
Bacchus on vines and, as a result, to- 
day we climb ladders to decorate 
green trees. The Druids of ancient 
Britain started the custom of hanging 
mistletoe. And our elaborate manger 
scenes in churches date back more 
than 700 years to St. Francis of As- 
sissi, who set up a manger scene with 
live animals and real shepherds on 
the little Italian village of Greccio. 
Crowds of people from the surround- 
ing countryside flocked to his church.

In New York, for example, the 
Dutch begin to celebrate on December 
5th. Virtuous St. Nicholas, patron 
saint of children, mariners and pawn- 
brokers, rides about on a white horse 
in Holland and presents gifts to the 
children, who fill their wooden shoes 
with hay for the horse. St. Nicholas, 
you know, came to America with the 
Dutch, his name was Saint Nicholas 
then, and according to the old Dutch 
custom he was a tall, thin, austere old 
sobersides. In America, though, he 
picked up a new alias, Santa Claus, 
and began to kick up his heels and 
get fat. Washington Irving, no splin- 
ter of a man himself, wrote of him as 
a chubby, jolly fellow. Dr. Clement C. 
Moore, in “Twas The Night Before 
Christmas” described him as having, 
“a broad face and a round little belly 
that shook, when he laughed, like a 
bowlfull of jelly.” And then later 
Thomas Nast, that great cartoonist, 
depicted him as the merry, round fel- 
low, whom we recognize on sight.

Down in Eastern Pennsylvania, 
among the Pennsylvania Dutch, many 
a solid living room is transformed 
into an elaborate Christ-in-the-man- 
ger scene, with snowbanked land- 
scape. Little horses go clipping along 
the roads, and al] sorts of animals 
scamper and lumber across the fields. 
The families have handed down many 
of these critters, and they lovingly 
get them. out of cotton year after 
year. The Pennsylvania Dutch make 
the rounds Christmas week, punching 
door bells, and admiring each other’s 
decorations. 


Three thousand miles across the 
country in California, in General 
Grant National Park, is a great se- 
quoia, a tree so high that if it stood 
on an island at the base of Niagara 
Falls, it would tower 100 feet above 
them, a tree with a trunk broad 
enough to fill a 40 foot city lot. Some- 
one officially proclaimed it the na- 
tion's Christmas tree in 1925. Each 











































year since, at high noon on Christmas| 


day, there has been a cerergony at the 
foot of this aged monarch, and score: 
of pilgrims trudge up through the 
snow to sing carols there. | 
In Cleveland, the Girl Scouts trim 
up a little spruce tree each Christmas 
with food for the birds—a Scandi- 
navian custom. They hang the tree 
with stars eut from bread, with 
strings of cranberries and popcorn, 
and little bags stuffed with suet— 
they make quite a ceremony of it. _ 
In the snowless South, Christmas 
is celebrated with the swishing and 
booming of fireworks. But even where 
there’s no snow, Santa wears the tra- 
ditional ermine and red, and small 
children strain to hear the reindeer on 
the roof. Occasionally snowmen are 
made of cotton. —

' No where can you hope to find a 
gayer and more different Christmas 
than in San Antonio, Texas, It’s truly 
Old Mexico. On December 16, begins 
the nine day Posadas. Remember the 
story of how Joseph and Mary went 
from crowded inn to crowded inn for 
nine days, then in desperation picked 
a likely stable? So in San Antonio 
each night for nine days before 
Christmas, couples representing Jo- 
seph and Mary go to the homes of 
their friends seeking shelter, but at 
each lantern-lighted door a hidden 
voice turns them away. There’s a 
constant singing and feasting and 
high jinks. About midnight a pottery 
jar filled with gifts and sweets is 
suspended in a doorway where blind- 
folded members of the party try to 
break it. Crash! Somebody has con- 
nected, and there’s a mad scramble 
for gifts.

In snow clad Yosemite Valley, not 
far from Majestic Yosemite Falls, in 
the dusk of Christmas eve, a proces- 
sion of men dressed in white, repre- 
senting Druids, march up to the hotel, 
singing carols and lighting their way 
with gleaming torches. Slowly chant- 
ing their haunting chorus, they enter 
the freat hall, bearing an enormous 
yule log. It’s laid in the fireplace and 
lighted with the brand of last year’s 
log. A jingle of sleigh bells is heard 
and Santa appears, bent with gifts. 
During the burning of the yule log, 
there’s much singing and telling of 
tales. The fire must burn all night, 
and there must be watchers, for 
should it go out, it would be a sign 
of great illness. 

Among some foreign populations in 
our large cities, Christmas festivity is 
one continuous round from December 
5 to January 6, called “Twelfth 
Night” because it was on the twelfth 
night that the Three Wise Men knelt 
over the Christ child in Bethlehem. 

But all this is only part of the story 
of Christmas in the United States. 
Some of us just sit by the radio listen- 
ing to such broadcasts as the drama- 
tization of~ Dickens’ heart-gripping 
Christmas Carol.

Because an organ broke down, and 
a blizzard broke out in a little village 
high up in the Tyrolese Mountains 
over a century ago, we have today 
the beautiful Christmas hymn “Silent 
Night.” This serene hymn, so tran- 
qual in tone, was written hurriedly 
when all was not calm and all was 
not bright. In a tiny church near 
Salzburg, Austria, the organ broke 
down the day before Christmas Eve, 
and with a raging blizzard cutting 
off all chances of getting it repaired. 
The organist’s hopes of playing the 
elaborate Christmas music he had 
practiced for so long were gone. 

That evening, Joseph Mohr, the as- 
sistant priest, wrote the verses of 
what we now call “Silent Night” and 
Franz Gruber, the organist, wrote a 
melody that could be played on a 
guitar. And so, on the tongues of the 
famous Zillerthal singers and yodel- 
ers, “Silent Night” started its way 
around the world. Composed to be 
sung only once, in an emergency, this 
hymn has lived through the years, to 
be sung by the most celebrated artists 
of every land. 

And so it has been with others. 
“Q Little Town of Bethlehem” was 
also written hurriedly to be used only 
once. Phillips Brooks jotted it down 
to describe to his Sunday School 
class the town of Bethlehem as he 
remembered seeing it one Christmas 
‘Eve in his travels. Little did he think, 
‘as he read it casually, on a Sunday 
back in 1867, that it would win its 
away into the hearts of everyone who 
heard it.

The thrill 
of shooting at a target and then reviewing the results is 
within easy reach of the students, vee 
"The club has a range under the auditorium and five 
fine target rifles. This group of marksmen meet three 
times a week, the girls on Wednesday, the boys on Mon- 
day and Thursday. $ ‘ : 
_ Although probably the most expensive club in North 
Side, the cost is very moderate. The average member 
uses about one box of shells every two weeks and a pack- 
age of targets every two months, the total cost being 
about fifty cents per month. 

Skill and ability is recognized through the awarding 
of medals and placement on the rifle team. There are 
about fifteen different medals and certificates a member 
can acquire; the first five medals are fairly simple to 
obtain, however the next ten and especially the last two 
require considerable skill in shooting. In former years 
North Side had a rifle team, but last year the group from 
which to select the team was so small and inefficient that 
North Side was not represented.

Few Know Origin 
Of “Silent Night” 


“Silent Night” is one of the most 
well-known Christmas carols of today, 
and yet we wonder how many persons 
know of its origin and composer. 

Franz Gruber wrote “Silent Night” 
when he was requested to compose a 
carol for his Sunday School to sing on 
Christmas morning. All night he sat 
by the organ thinking of a suitable 
theme on which to base his contribu- 
tion to the Christmas sermon. Many 
interruptions caused his mind to wan- 
der, before he realized the night of 
Christmas Eve. was half over. 

His fingers began to wander over 
the keys and as he played he thought 
of how silent and holy the night was, 
how calm but yet bright. Gradually he 
composed a carol not only for his 
church congregation to sing on one 
Christmas, but a carol that is sung by 
thousands of persons through the 
ages.

became Christians, they made their 
sacred evergreen trees a part of the 
Christian festival and decorated the 
trees with nuts and apples in imi- 
tation of the stars. The giving of 
presents and the use of holly, mistle- 
toe and yule logs, have all descended 
from the days of paganism. 

In the many villages of France on 
Christmas eye, the homes are the cen- 
ters of festivities, including a holi- 
day supper and the burning of the 
Yule log. At midnight the church 
bells ring, and the merry makers be- 
come solemn as each lights his Christ- 
mas candle, a little taper streaked 
with various colors. Then the streets 
are dotted with lights as the villag- 
ers hurry to church to celebrate the 
Noel. Then caressed with joy and 
excitement they return home for a 
supper which often lasts until morn- 
ing. The children also are not for- 
gotten for they receive sugar plums 
in their shoes. 

At dusk on Christmas eve, the doors 
of the living rooms in German homes 
fly open and there stands a little tree 
ablaze with lights. These trees are 
adorned with only lights and bon-bons, 
Each person’s presents are arranged 
in piles underneath the trees. 


Yule log, and rosy cheeked carol sing- 
ers are symbolic of English Christmas 
cheer. An English delicacy which has 
been adopted in many homes through- 
out the United States is mince-pie. 
Unlike the continent, England cele- 
brates on Christmas day instead of 
the eve. 

Christmas in Mexico, from a social 
standpoint, has become a day of danc- 
ing, eating, drinking and exchanging 
of gifts. The most important feature 
from the religious standpoint is the 
“Pasades.” This is a pilgrimage of 
church people who carry statues of the 
Virgin Mary and Joseph, and go 
through a ritual representing their 
journey and arrival in Bethlehem, 
where admittance to the inn was de- 
nied them. These ceremonies start 
about December 15 and continue till 
the 25th. 

Newfoundland, which sends many of 
their Christmas trees to the United 
States, celebrates their Christmas 
much as we do. Outdoor lighting. 
which is a new fad in the last few 
years, has gained much favor in this 
country. 

Since China is not a Christian 
country, only a small share of the 
people observe Christmas. Most like-

Back in line I finally 
reach my destination. The clerk insists 
the toy I want is not a part of their 
stock, she calls another clerk who calls 
the floorwalker. All three insist that 
they haven’t such a toy in the de- 
partment. As a last resort, I buy some- 
thing else. At home that night I find 
the toy I wanted advertised in the 
store’s ad. Christmas shopping, phooie. 
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ly Christmas will not be celebrated at 
all this year, because of the war in 
that unhappy country. 

Norway, Denmark and Sweden cel- 
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ebrate Christmas in much the same 
way as the Germans do. ‘ 

The eve of December 5 is the real 
Christmas eve for the children of 
the Netherlands. They believe that 
St. Nicholas comes by boat from 
Spain, accompanied by his black sery- 
ant, Pete, and a white horse, to de- 
liver their presents. Young men also 
meet in the village square and choose 
a star-bearer to carry a large lant- 
ern in the shape of a star, and con- 
taining many lighted candles. He 
leads the procession, singing “Gloria 
in Excelsis” through the streets. 
Processions, often religious, also form 
a part of the festivities in Belgium, 
Spain, and South America. 

In Italy the “Presepio” is the chief 
feature of Christmas. It is a papier 
mache or plaster art piece showing 
the Christmas manger scene. Each 
church also has a “Presepio” which 
is unveiled at midnight mass and in 
which all characters are life size. 
Christmas trees therefore are not a 
part of the Italian celebration. 

The country of what used to be 
called Poland may not have a very 
happy Christmas this year. Maybe 
some of the people of Poland who are 
now ruled by two dictators will be 
allowed to celebrate this sacred day, 
but it seems doubtful. Those that do 
however, will have a strict fast on 
Christmas eve, but as the first star 
appears the feasting will begin. A few 
straws will be scattered on the table 
and a chair will be left vacant for 
the Holy Child. 

Serbians keep open house for three 
‘days after Christmas and everyone 
whether friend or enemy is invited, 
while the Slavie Christmas includes a 
ceremonious burning of the Yule log 
on Christmas morning. 

Australia and Chile have a rather 
poor Christmas spirit, as this holiday 
comes in the middle of summer when 
the old thermometer is jumping be- 
tween ninety and one hundred de- 
grees. 4 

But whether it is called ‘“Noel,’’ 
“Nativita” or “Weihnacht,” or wheth- 
er there is heat or war, Christmas is 
a day of universal love and joy. The 
world would be perfect if the true 
Christmas spirit was practiced every 
day.

In past years such letters, ad- 
dressed simply to “Santa Claus” or to 
“Santa Claus, North Pole,” either 
wound up eventually at the dead letter 
office or found some other destina- 
tion as mystical as the lovable legend 
supporting their addresses. 

But this year, by arrangement of 
post office officials, many of them will 
be forwarded to a tiny little village 
nestled among the sloping hills of 
Southern Indiana, 

Hardly more than a crossroads, the 
town itself has only fifty-nine inhabi- 
tants. There are sixteen houses, a 
white church on a hill, a one-room 
school, a restaurant and a general 
store. And that’s about all. _ 

But it has a name that, to children 
at Christmas time, is like unto no 
other on earth. It is Santa Claus, In- 
diana. 

It is this name that in recent years 
has brought the tiny town a popu- 
larity out of all proportion to its 
civic importance. _ . 

There is not much about Santa 
Claus to suggest the headquarters of 
the Christmas saint. It’s a long way | 
from the North Pole, and no reindeer 
are to be observed grazing on the 
nearby Hoosier hills. Instead of a 
fairyland workship glazed with ice, 
there’s only the one-room post office, 








heated by a pot-bellied stove. Instead 
of a hundred little gnomes busy here 
and there filling Christmas orders, 
there is only a quiet, steady, shirt- 
sleeved man carried on the payroll of 
Uncle Sam. But despite these varia- 
tions from the legend, there is a Santa 
Claus, and during the season the 
priceless postmark on hundreds of 
thousands of letters, bound for all 
corners of the globe, testifies to its 
existence, : 

For eleven months Postmaster Os- 
car Phillips, who runs the general 
store at Santa Claus, Indiana, is not 
a great. one. For if he separates a 
dozen letters a week he is keeping up 
to average, But during December the 





mail pours in about a million or more, 
mounting each season as the towns’ 
existence becomes better known, that 
has earned Santa Claus, Indiana, its 
rating as a third-class post office. 

A proportion of the letters are from 
youngsters, and are addressed to 
Santa Claus himself. But the ma- 
jority are from parents and others 
ho crave only the distinctive postal 
cancellation for their greeting cards 
and packages. These come to Phillips 
in large parcels, from the many for- 
eign lands as well as from all over 
America, with the request that he 
post-mark and mail them from his 
office. Stamp collectors also help to 
make the letters that flow into Phil- 
lips’ office abundant. 

For many years the cancellations 
were made by hand. But it would 
take more than the town’s entire pop- 
ulation working eight-hour shifts, to 
postmark the present volume, So the 
electrie cancellation machines, ecap- 
able of handling 25,000 pieces of mail 
per hour, now do the work. 

The huge amount of mail pouring 
nto Santa Claus at Christmas time 
means little to Phillips in boasting 
the stamp revenue for his office, how- 
ever, for more than seventy per cent 
of the items sent for remailing already 





bears stamps. In other words, Phil- 
lips does the work but a thousand 
other postmasters get the credit for 
the sfamp sales. With him, it’s a-la- 
bor of love, 

Aceording to local folklore, the 
town where the spirit of Christmas 
dwells in a postmark got its name 
from the government and a bit of 
whimsy on the part of an old settler. 
It seems that back in the eighties, 
when few pioneers at the crossroads 
decided they should dignify their set- 
tlement, with a name, they called it 
Santa Fe. When they applied for a 
post office they learned there was al- 
ready one Santa Fe in the state; and, 
said the postal authorities, one was 
enough. At a meeting called to choose 
another name, one old whittler said: 
“Wall, I sorta hate to see the old 
name go. But we can save half of it, 
anyways. Let’s call it Santa Claus!” 
The name was then accepted by the 
townspeople ard the post office. 

But it was not until about 1930, 
when Bob Ripley featured the place in

began to attract more than scattered 
attention. 

And what has this sudden fame 
done for and to the citizens of this 
sleepy section that only once a year 
kicks up its heels and attracts the 
world’s attention? It was inevitable 
of course, that promoters with dollar- 
marks stimulating their vision would 
move in to exploit the town’s name. 
In 1935, front yards and farm lands 
were leased from local people, and 
modern showmanship began to dress 
up the place as a fairy-tale town. Two 
of the promoters vied with one an- 
other’ in creating story-book parks 
and make-believe castles, with a tow- 
ering statue of Santa Claus and an 
“enchanted forest” to draw tourists 
and toy manufacturers. 

For a while it seemed to the home 
folks as though the town’s namesake 
was, at long last, about to gallop their 
way with gold in his knapsack, plenty 
for all. Feuds arose as they took 
sides with one or the other of the 
promoters, One of the latter called 
his company “Santa Claus, Inc.”; the 
other, not original in the least, was 
known as “Santa Claus of Santa 
Claus, Inc.” But just when big prof- 
its for everybody seemed certain, the 
court reared its ugly head and all 
further enterprise was temporarily 
stopped. The townspeople forsook 
their dreams of gold and settled back 
to their farms with a sigh for the 
dreams now vanished. 

Then last year, talk of a possible 
oil boom for that section once again 
threatened to raise the hope of the 
villagers’ simple ideas with the prom 
ise of ready wealth. Excitement ran 
high when it was announced that a 
discovery was made of an oil vein that 
seemed to be running right through 
the little town dedicated to childhood’s 
favorite mythical figure. And once 
again the townspeople almost back- 
slid. Agents for the major oil com- 
panies buzzed about with documents 
and fountain pens ready, and soon 
twelve thousand acres were under 
lease and paying advance oil divi- 
dends to landowners. The promoters 
announced that they would sink a 
well in Santa Claus that would be 
timed so as to gush forth its “black 
gold” on Christmas day. But again 
it failed and the townspeople settled 
back to their old farm life. A 

An interesting character in Santa 
Claus is Charles W. Howard, known 
as the “dean of the Santas.” He 
conducts a “College for Santa Claus- 
es” where he instructs novices 
what every good Santa should know. 
The majority of the students are de- 
partment store employees, sent to per- 
fect their technique for the Christmas 
shoppers. sr 

This letter came to Santa Claus and 
Jim Yellig answered it: “Mother says 
I have been mighty good here lately 
—but I’m not so sure.” 

“Dear Nancy: Santa has your let- 
ter, and I know thousands of thou- 
sands of children just like you. I'll 
see what I can do about that doll— 
but, wait a minute, I want to see what 
is the matter with my reindeer, I 
hear them prancing. They’re anxious 
to get started your way...” This was 
an answer he wrote to a girl who 
asked for a doll. 

Many other letters came but Yellig 
called in the American. Legion men 
of Santa Claus and had them help 
him. 

With all this activity in the Hoosier 
hamlet it would seem that Santa 
Claus, Indiana, has a good chance of 
remaining for a long, long time like

The Short Sprig 


Of Mistletoe 


Has An Interesting History 


Mistletoe is a shrub of many traditions and of pleasant associa- 
tion with Christmas. It grows from a sucker root as a parasite on 
the trunks and branches of various trees. It belongs to a genus of 


which there are about 20 species 
parts of the Old World. Of these only, 
the mistletoe proper (Viscum Album) 
is a native of Europe. 

The American mistletoe {Phoradin- 
dron flavescens) grows from New Jer- 
sey southward and westward, and 
closely resembles the European type 
in general appearance, The mistletoe 
appears as a bushy growth with many 
forking branches, often four feet long. 
It has oval leaves and tiny yellow 
blossoms, followed by little white ber- 
ries that ripen after snow flies. It 
grows on both deciduous and ever- 
green trees. The poplar, willow, moun- 
tain ash, and maple are among its 
favorites. In England it grows in 
greatest abundance on the apple tree, 
and is rarely found on the oak. 

The white translucent berries are 
loved by the birds. The seeds cling to 
their bills, and birds help distribute | 
the plants by rubbing their bills 
against the bark of trees on which 
they alight. 

According to tradition, whenever 
the Druids, ancient priests of the 
Celts, found mistletoe growing on the 
sacred oak, they cut it off with a 
golden blade and gave bits to the peo- 
ple for charms. In Norse mythology,

Plan To Go Into Effect At 
Beginning Of Next 
Semester 





Music department students will be 
greatly interested in a new point sys- 
tem which will be installed with the 
beginning of the new semester. 

This new system, worked out by Mr. 
Chance, is set up as follows: 

Points to be given per semester. 

1. For outside lessons (class or pri- 

vate) sixteen weeks a semester— 

108 points. 

For outside lessons (class or pri- 

vate) ten weeks a semester—90 

points. 

For one-half hour individual prac- 

tice daily, five days a week, eigh- 

teen weeks a semester—108 points. 

For one hour individual practice 

daily, as above—190 points. 

For a scholarly record of B aver- 

age or above—50 points. 

Outstanding achievements, or serv- 

ices on library or property crew, a 

maximum of—50 points. 

For services in orchestra, concerts, 

or choir (without demerits) —50 

points. 

No demerits during a semester— 

90 points. 

Service in operetta—25 points. 
The records of lessons and hours of 
practice must be handed in each Mon- 
day for the preceeding week. Lesson 
slips must be signed by the teacher; 
practice slips must be signed by par- 
ents. 

Absence from a rehearsal without a 
legitimate excuse results in two de- 
merits a rehearsal. Absence from con- 
cert, or games, in the case of the band, 
without a legitimate excuse, will re- 
sult in five demerits. Other demerits 
may be obtained through poor con- 
duct, failure to live up to standards of 
good citizenship in the organization, 
and they will be given accordingly. 

Although this system does not go 
into effect until next semester, pupils 
may begin to keep practice lesson rec- 
ords for which work they will be given 
due credit.

Scientific Analysis Of Snoring

Snoring is caused by air drawn through the passages that 
lead from the mouth through the nostrils and that in our waking 
moments are capable of certain muscular modifications to adapt 
them to quiet breathing.

Since snoring is scienti- 
fie it shouldn’t be scientific so that it 
wouldn’t be so complicated and then 
I could write on it without becoming 
so complicated and if I weren’t so

| Motor Accidents 


Occuring At Night 
Is Major Problem 


Motor vehicle accidents at night con- 
stitute one of the major problems con- 
fronting traffic safety leaders today. 
More than 60 per cent of all fatal ac- 
cidents occur at night, when only 25 
per cent of the total 24-hour traffic is 
using the streets and highways. Ab- 
sence of adequate visibility seems the 
most important factor in night acci- 
dents. But others are: carelessness 
and inattention, fatigue, fast driving, 
drinking, road hazards, and the pres- 
ence of pedestrians on streets and 
highways. 

There are more pedestrians killed 
at night than in the daytime. They 
walk in the road. They are careless 
about crossing at unprotected inter- 
sections. They are often blinded by 
headlights, often intoxicated. 

Hazards greatly emphasized at 
night by poor visibility are: Narrow 
pavements, inadequate shoulders, 
blind intersections, narrow bridges 


; and insufficient sight distances. 


Dark roads, crowded front seats, 
fast driving, and the influence of al- 
cohol form a aorabiiation Athat ex- 
plains in part the high accident rate 
at night. |

National Forensic League

One of the most popular organizations at North Side 
is the school’s National Forensic League. Under the 
guidance of “Pop”, Loy C.#Laney, the club has grown 
from a membership of about ten students to a total of 
more than one hundred. The league is more exclusive 
than most North Side clubs because of its requirements 
for entrance. To join, 20 points must be obtained by de- 
bate or other such speech work. Fields open for compe- 
tition are dramatic and humorous reading, original and 
oratorical declamation, and debate. 

The speech groups travel to various cities through the 
state to compete in high school tourneys. High spots of 
the year are a debate conference at Purdue University 
during the first of December and a national meet held 
after school has closed for the summer vacation, Points 
are given for each round of a tourney, They are awarded 
according to the experience of the debater and his op- 
ponent and the number of schools entered. ; 

Students begin training at the beginning of the year 
for the competition. All of the speech work takes much 
time and outside work. However, the participants are re- 
warded for their efforts during a banquet in the spring. 
Here, new members are initiated and old ones awarded 
honors in the form of pins and cups. Products of the 
N. F. L. are always in the spotlight, competing in the 
school and city speech contests, sometimes even winning 
state honors.

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Aptitude Tests May Solve 


High School Students’ Problem 


“T haven’t the slightest idea of what I want to 
be, or what I will be good at doing, when I am. 
out of high school and have a job.” 

This statement or one similar to it and mean- 
ing the same is heard probably every day around 
the halls of North Side. And the problem is not 
only confined to North Side, but extends to most 
other schools throughout the country. _Profici- 
ency in doing anything usually serves to increase 
the interest a person takes in his work in that 
certain field, and thus a person becomes very 
skilled in a particular task and is able to do good 
work and rank high in a company that does this 
work. Thus, persons are given chances to secure 
positions as executives and superintendents. 

Although high positions in offices and fac- 
tories are not entirely the result of this, pro- 
-ficiency and interest add a great deal to chances 
for thees’ positions, and these in turn, are the 
result of following the vocation or profession for 
which a person is best fitted. However, although 
knowing what you are best cut-out to do is prob- 

ably the basic thing that aids in producing ex- 
cellence, it is undoubtedly the least known of all 
things a person should and usually makes an ef- 
fort to know. It is one of the hardest of all facts 
to find, but men and women, after much work 
and research, have devised aptitude tests, inter- 
est inventories, personality tests, and many 
other closely related quizzes and self-rating 
charts whereby students can be tested; the re- 
sults give such information as the type of work 
one is best fitted for, the personality of the indi- 
vidual, and many other facts which are of use 
to employers, education instructors, and to the 
individual himself, because future time and 


“ money are saved. Thus, the problem presented 


in the beginning of this article is solved. ._but, 
until a very few years ago, these tests were not 
given to high school pupils, but rather to college 
students after they were ‘already started on the 
course of learning a career. In other words, they 
were given too late. Although a high school edu- 
cation should serve to give a student a general 
knowledge, the last year or so and the summer 
immediately following can be used to a better 
advantage if the pupil knows what he wants to 
follow in later life. ; 

The solution, therefore, seems to be to give 
these tests to high school pupils as well as college 
students so this question will be settled_in time 
to aid the young people before they spend their 
money in studying something they will later 
abandon... guidance directors have realized this 
and have been introducing these to high school 
seniors. (These are the kinds of tests given sen- 
iors a few weeks ago.) The guidance department 
is doing its best to elaborate upon this more effi- 
cient kind of guidance, and it seems quite certain 
that it is destined to bring results, and prove to 
be another milestone in the furtherance of good 
education in Indiana.

Simmons Of Boston Offers 
Four Awards To North 
Siders 





Two colleges have announced that 
they are offering scholarships to the 
students of North Side. 

Simmons College in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, is offering four freshman 
scholarships providing full tuition of 
$300. 

These scholarships are awarded on 
a competitive basis for highly recom- 
mended students who have shown un- 
usual promise in the secondary school. 
Special consideration is given to 
freshman scholars in the later years 
by the Committeejon Scholarships and 
Loans, although these particular 
awards are made for the first year 
only. 

Simmons is unusual among wo- 
men’s colleges in that it coordinates 
liberal and professional education in 
four-and-five, year programs, and 
thus equips its graduates to enter 
various professions open to women. 
The guidance programs of. the first 
year assist each student in making a 
wise and considered choice of voca- 
tion. 

All applicants for freshman schol- 
arships must be filed with the Dean 
of the College before May 1, 1940. 

The second college offering a schol- 
arship is the University of Notre 
Dame. The requirements for admis- 
sion to the college are, for the College 
of Arts and Letters, three units of 
English, one unit of History, Algebra, 


units of Language. 
the College of Science, one must have 


units of English, one unit of History 
and Algebra, one half unit of Solid 
Geometry and Advanced Algebra, one 
unit of Physics ,and two units of Lan- 
guage. 

The “unit” is a credit for a year of 
satisfactory work in any subject in a 
secondary school.

Electricity has done more to promote progress than 
any one other thing in the world. It has taken the place 
of muscular exertion and sunshine, It has made possible 
radios, X-rays, moving pictures, electrical transportation, 
and many other valuable services. 

Since the field of electricity is so great there should be 
and is a great demand for electrical engineers. Radio, 
telegraph, transportation, lighting, and electrie motors, 
depend upon and are included in the field of electricity. 
The work of the electrical engineer is to design, con- 
struct, and operate machinery whereby electrical energy 
may be transformed into work for the convenience of the 
human race. An electrical engineer may draw up plans 
for the wiring of a new building, he may operate the 
electrical apparatus for some movie company, he may 
design electrical equipment for some company, such as 
the General Electric, or he may even care for and operate 
an electric chair at some prison, __ 7 

An electrical engineer must understand the principles 
of electricity and how to apply them to different situa- 
tions. He must know how to generate electricity most 
economically and easily. ‘ 

Since the knowledge of the principles involving elec- 
tricity cannot be gained in high school, a course in engi- 
neering is usually required after high school graduation. 
A four year course in electrical engineering at some 
prominent engineering college is preferred. f 

The salary of an electrical engineer is much the same 
as the salary of the other types of engineers, beginning 
at about $25 a week.

It is not merely un- 
ethical and contrary to the spirit of 
fair play; fundamentally, it is an at- 
tempt to simulate a foul when none 
has occurred, in the hope of profiting 
thereby; it is deceit rather than an 
honest plan of offense. No coach 
who is worthy of his position will in- 
still that attitude in his boys.” 

We cannot speak for other coaches, 
but we know that Bob Nulf, our men- 
tor, who coached with Murray Men- 
denhall at Central, has never used 
these tactics and never will. We en- 
dorse this action at North Side.

The requirements were: 

(a) On shore, remove shoes and 
outer clothing. Jump into shallow 
water, approach, cross carry 40 feet, 
water, approach cross carry 40 feet, 
stand in shallow water and assist 
subject to end of pool. 

(b) Shallow dive take off, ap- 
proach, swim 40 feet, locate 10 pound 
weight on bottom, surface and recover 
weight to surface, place on hip and 
swim back to water of standing depth.

Re- 
lease hold, level subject, place in 
cross-chest carry and swim to safety.

Village At Detroit 


North Side Group Hears, 
Sees Sunday Evening

Twenty-six students and teachers 
of North Side spent Sunday, January 
14, in Detroit, Michigan, visiting 
Henry Ford’s Greenfield Village and 
the Ford Sunday Evening Hour. 

Leaving in a chartered bus at about 
7:30 o’clock Sunday morning, the 
group reached Dearborn, Michigan, 
the site of Greenfield Village, a little 
after noon. Previous arrangements 
had been made to take the group 
through both the museum and the vil- 
lage. Touring the large reproduction 
of Independence Hall, students found 
many. exhibits of unusual interest, 
such as the displays of fine pottery, 
novelties, and furniture of that period. 
Following various lines of civilization 
chronologically, the eight and one-half 
acre museum building offered many 
other unique exhibits. The long rows 
of old and new models of automobiles 
was the most extensive. Among these 
were automobiles which at one time 
had belonged to many of the royal 
families of Europe. Airplanes in which 
Lindbergh, Admiral Byrd, and other 
pioneer explorers made their famous 
expeditions are among other impres- 
sive displays. 

In the old-fashioned village, the 
outstanding sights were the original 
law office of Lincoln, and the theater 
seat in which he was assassinated 
(the blood stains’ are still visible), 
Thomas LEdison’s laboratories, the 
Mary-Martha Chapel from which in- 
vocations are nationally broadcast 
every week, the Town Hall, and other 
village buildings.

Three Colleges To Give Free 
Tuition Awards To North 
Siders 





Three colleges haye offered scholar- 
ships to North Side students. The 
National College of Edugation of 
Evanston, IIl., will award a few par- 
tial scholarships of one hundred dol- 
lars each to high-ranking girls grad- 
uating this June. 

Three free tuition scholarships 
have been made available by the 
School of Nursing of the Methodist 
Hospital of Indianapolis. A competi- 





tive examination for appointment of 
cadets to the United States Coast 
Guard Academy has been set for May 
15. 

The board of trustees of the Na- 
tional College of Education has of- 
fered for 1940-41 partial honorary 
scholarships to girls graduating this 
June, who desire to enter the school 
but are unable to meet the expense. 
The awards are worth one hundred 
dollars a year or fifty dollars a se- 
mester. Since the number of scholar- 
ships are limited, students should ap- 
ply for the award as soon as possible. 
Appointments will be made before 
April 1. Letters of application should 
be accompanied by transcripts of 
credits and scores on tests. 

The examination for applicants to 
the United States Coast Guard Acad- 
emy is open to young men between 
the ages of seventeen and twenty-two 
years. The mental requirements are, 
in general, those necessary for admis- 
sion to engineering colleges, The 
Academy is located at New London, 
Connectieut. The course, which is 
scientific and engineering in charac- 
ter, offers both an education and a 
career to those who meet the require- 
ments. 

Annual cruises aboard modern cut- 
ters to Europe or South America give 
an opportunity to check classroom 
theories by practical seagoing experi- 
ence. Pay of a cadet is $780 per year 
plus a subsistence allowance. After 
graduation a cadet is eligible for a 
commission in the Coast Guard as en- 
sign. 

Three free tuition scholarships 
awarded by the School of Nursing of 
the Methodist Hospital are available 
for the school year beginning Sep- 
tember 1, 1940. Each scholarship is 
worth one hundred dollars a year and 
if held successfully, is worth $300 of 
the $450 tuition. These scholarships 
are awarded on the basis of scholas- 
tic standing, general fitness, and 
‘standing in the local community. 

Those desiring to make application 
for the nursing scholarships are to 
do so in writing, in addition to formal 
application required for enrollment 
as a student, to the Director of the 
School of Nursing, A-letter of recom- 
mendation from the High School 
principal, and a letter from the ap- 
plicant’s pastor should be included in 
the application. All successful can- 
didates must be able to pass a mental 
ability and nursing adaptibility tests, 
A physical examination must also be 
passed successfully.

In Talk With German Girl - 


Eleven’ Year Old: Hitlerite 


Amazes Redskin 
With Tale

The average person thinks that it 
wouldn’t be so good to live in Ger- 
many and he is right. But you can’t 
get a German to tell you that he 
doesn’t like it; that is, not if he in- 
tends ever to go back to Germany. 
Even young children realize the dan- 
ger of saying anything against the 
Nazi government, as I learned last 
week when I talked to a little Ger- 
man girl eleven years old. 


She said that she liked Germany 
better than America. She thought it 
Was nicer because you go to school 
only from 8 o’clock till 12 o’clock, 
and until you are fourteen years old. 
At that age, all the girls go to work 
on farms for a year, and the boys are 
sent to help develop isolated areas. 

When asked if she liked Hitler, she 
said, “Oh yes!” After a pause, she 
added, “You have to.” , We asked her 
if she would dare to say so if she 
didn’t like him: She said, “Oh, I 
wouldn’t say anything against him, 
anyway.” She knew a woman who 
is now in prison for saying some 
trivial thing about Hitler. 

She said that isn’t true that all 
young people had to join youth or- 
ganizations, She said that after one 
worked a year on a farm he could de- 
cide what he wanted to be. 

She lived on a farm and there were 
five in her family. They got five 
pounds of meat and five pounds of 
bacon each week. Also they got two 
pounds of butter every week. 

Each family buys a card at the 
beginning of the year. Each week 
they take this to a grocery store and 
get their food. A section of the card 
is removed every time they buy groc- 
eries. When their card is gone, they 
get no more food that year. 

She said that whenever the school 
teacher has left the room and re- 
turns, the entire class stands and 
says, “Heil, Hitler.”» If the teacher 
returns fifty times a day, they go 
through the same procedure. Instead 
of saying “good morning” to a per- 
son you say “Heil, Hitler.” Hitler 
does it himself. 

Her opinion of the war is interest- 
ing. She said that Hitler is only 
trying to get back the territory that 
was Germany’s before. The Germans 
hate the English more than the 
French. They have been told and she 
believes that the English sank an 
American ship and then blamed it on 
the Germans.

Declaration of Independence, Decem- 
‘ber the fourth, only 21 days till 
Christmas, but on February the 
fourth, my friends, we celebrate the| 
birthday of Colonel Cu A. Lind- 
bergh, 
Q Lindbergh was ‘born in Detroit, 
Michigan, i in 1902. After a short stay 
in the University of Wisconsin he 
learned to fly at the commercial field 
and after a very short time he estab- 
lished his own aerial taxi service. Be- 
coming a little more of a “dare-devil” 
he joined up with an aerial circus and 
a group of barn-storming aviators. 
Between seasons he worked in a ga- 
rage to perfect his knowledge of mo- 
tors. 

He became captain in the Missouri 
National Guard and also second lieu- 
tenant in the Army Air Corps on 


ing course at the Brooks and Kelley| 
fields. 

In April, 1925, he flew the first air 
mail plane between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago." 

Inspired by an announcement of the 
Orteig $25,000 prize for the first non- 
stop flight from New York to Paris|- 
and fortified by the number of hours 
he had spent in the air, he raised 
money for supplies and a plane. On 
May/21, 1927 he flew from Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island, New York, to 
Paris i in 33 hours and 32 minutes, be- 
ing the first to do so. 

Lindbergh was received at Paris by 
a large crowd and, from U. S. A. and 
Europe both during his 10-day trip 
home on the Memphis cruiser, he was 
given the highest in praise and glory. 
Fifteen important medals were given 
him within a fortnight and the Mis- 
souri Guard made him a Colonel. 

In July, 1927, appeared his story, 
“WE”, telling of the flight.

Assyrian Gives Talk 


Mr. Rizk Tells Of Early Days 
In Syria, Opportunities 
In America 








“We pick the leaders in our coun- 
try by counting ballots instead of 
corpses,” stated Mr. Solom Rizk, 
speaker sponsored by the Readers

Mr. Rizk told of his early childhood 
days in his native land, Syria, and of 
the difficulties faced in the “old 
world” during World War days and 
how unfortunate the youth of that 
day and of all Europe are compared 
to the fortunate youth of America.

Paced by junior Bob Cowan, whp 
was harder to stop than third term 
rumors, North Side’s valiant Redskin 
band swooped down on a helpless

Bob Cowan flipped through six field 
goals and eight out of nine free 
throws, to keep just ahead of Ralph 
Hamilton, South Side’s ace, who con- 
nected for sixteen points on seven 
from the fioor and two from the foul 
line. Cowan, displaying beautiful ball 
on both offense and defense, was un- 
stopable, and, aided by the most 
smoothly functioning quintet put on 
the floor this season, outplayed the 
Archers far more than the four point 
difference in the score. 

With Popp and Ervin at forwards, 
the Reds nearly equalled the height 
of the Archers, whose rebounding was 
the telling factor in the first meeting 
of the two teams in a game that the 
Archers won 33-30, and controlled 
the ball under the basket and conse- 
quently the ball game. 

It took the Archers far more than 
their continued fouling to stop the 
Redskins, who capitalized on every 
opportunity to deal the Archers their 
second loss of the season in as many 
weeks.

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New Salem, Illinois, 
cAbandoned In 1840 
Is cAlive Once Again 


If you are an admirer of Abraham 
Lincoln, you’ll want to go with me to 
visit the place where Lincoln | Spent 
‘six years of his life, ‘that prepared 
thim for the duties to which he Was 
called by a grateful nation. This place 
is the New Salem State Park, three 
miles from Petersburg, Mlinois. 

Although the village of New Salem 
was abandoned in 1840 and went back 
to farm land, the State has recon- 
structed these. buildings and complete. 
ly furnished them with furniture and 
other items of the period when Lin- 
coln was there. The completely fur- 
nished interiors look as though they 
had been left but a moment before by 
their owners. 

Foremost _among the buildings are 
the Berry-Lincoln store, the Rutledge 
Tavern, and the Onstot Cooper Shop. 
The Berry-Lincoln store in which Lin- 
coln with William Berry as a partner, 
failed in business, was the only 
sheathed building in the village. Lin- 
coln served,a portion of his postmas- 
tership in this store. Nearby is a well, 
the site of which was discovered in 
1933 and in the bottom of which was 
found an old oaken bucket from which 
Lincoln may, have drunk. In the Rut- 
ledge Tavern Lincoln met his first 
love, Ann Rutledge. 

The Onstot-Cooper shop is the only 
original building in the village. Here 
Lincoln with Isaac Onstot, son of the 
owner, lay before the fireplace, fed by 
shavings from the shop, and studied 
law. The Miller-Kelso house, a double 
residence, is almost as interesting, 
Jack Kelso was an educated man and 
a philosopher, from whom Lincoln no 
doubt absorbed much of his aes: 
ophy. 

Other buildings of Lincoln interest 
are the Dr. John Allen residence and 
office; the Offut store, and the Samuel 
Hill store where he clerked last. 

In the environment of this village 
Lincoln lived for six years and rose 
from a $10.00 a month job as a boat 
hand to become a practicing attorney. 
Here he received the nickname of 
“Honest Abe.” — 

This town, perhaps the only memo- 
rial of its kind ever ereeted in honor 
of a great man, will be a shrine for 
generations to come.

Abundance Of Opportunity 
Available Here Yet! 


In debating as to which kind of government 
is ideal, an argument for our kind could certainly 
be that it is one that gives freedom instead of 
oppression to the press; a country that boasts 
such fine publications as the ‘Readers’ Digest” 
that recently sponsored a visit to our school by 
Solom Rizk, an Assyrian.

However, Mr. Rizk’s accent made it slightly 
difficult for part of the audience to hear; but 
most of the inaudibility was caused by certain 
‘North Siders who had something to tell their 
neighbors that they considered more important 
than anything the speaker could tell them. As 
a result of this, Mr. Rizk cut his speech shorter 
than intended and failed to tell many interesting 
things to the audience. A few persons backstage 
afterwards were the only ones then to find out 
why he thinks Hitler gets his people worked up 
so with his speeches, the conditions in Assyria 
during the World War, how he finally secured 
his passport, and many other things which 
showed his small but appreciative audience how 
intelligent he really was and how he had con- 
quered America in the twelve years he has been 
here. 

Another thing, though, that the general audi- 
ence missed, was Mr. Rizk’s comment that his 
audience didn’t seem to appreciate his talk—that 
they talked to each other quite a bit although 
some of it might have been comment.

sea service is by appointment to the institution at An 
napolis, Maryland, for training boys to become naval 
officers. As it is a government institution, appointment! 
are made by government officials, fifty by the President) 
and three from each congressional district. However ti 
be appointed a boy must be from sixteen to twenty year 
of age, strong physically, and of good moral character, 
and haye at least one year of high school training. Son! 
of World War veterans are favored in gaining entrance 
Two preparatory schools which boys may attend to pre 
pare for entrance to Annapolis are maintained by thi 
government. 

Students at Annapolis receive $780 the first year, an( 
their pay is raised gradually to $948 the last year. Life ij 
systematic at the institution; every minute of the day ij 
regulated. The first year student is taught without 
of time to march, walk, and stand correctly, to clean hi 
quarters, and to keep himself clean. From 7:50 a. m. ti 
3:30 p. m. on week days is spent in class work. The stv:

must be spent in study, and at 9:55 p. m. everyone mus| 
retire.

Each year privileges are increased, but there is no 1 
laxation of discipline. The regulation book lists thirts| 
major offenses punishable by special action of the super} 
intendent, and one-hundred and seventy-five lesser of

Miss Rowena Harvey Given 
Credit For Formation Of 
Exceptional Paper 


This is the twelfth issue of the 
Tournament News. Every year for the 
past twelve years, the three city high 
schools of Fort Wayne have combined 
the resources of their equipment and 
staffs to produce this paper, the larg- 
est and best of its kind in the world. 

Miss Rowena Harvey, journalism 
instructor at North and South Side 
high schools, is the originator of this 
paper. In 1928, with the cooperation 
of Miss Hurst, then adviser of The 
Northerner and Miss Leah Austin of 
Central, Miss Harvey published the 
first issue. 

Prior to this time, each school pub- 
lication had enlarged its paper 
during tournament time. Miss Harvey 
realized the possibilities of uniting the 
ideas and producing a superior paper. 
The first Tournament News was pub- 
lished under the direction of the stu- 
dents of South Side. The first issue 
consisted of 16 pages and an average 
number of ads. 

The participating schools of Fort 
Wayne rotate in the publication of the 
Tournament News, with the host 
school acting as head. Usually, the 
sports editor of the host school is in 
general charge, and his school] handles 
the editorial department of the paper. 

This year North Side is the host 
school, and Dick Hammett, sports ed- 
itor of the Northerner, is publisher. 
While North Side is in charge of the 
editorial end of the publication, Cen- 
tral handles the circulation and South 
Side the advertising. Mr. Cleon Fleck 
is the adviser of the Central Spot- 
light.

After the 
Leo clash, the Archers wait them- 
selves into the finals, where they will 
probably meet the Redskins. A game 
rest, while they meet another county 
team, is also in favor of the Archers. 

In this year’s draw, the fans got a 
break along with the Archers. North 
Side and South Side, the two favorites 
have no chance to meet before the fi- 
nal clash, as it was last year. 

This will be the third meeting of 
North Side and Central, with the Red- 
skins hoping for a clean sweep. They 
have already downed the Tigers twice, 
but each time by only a two-point 
margin. 

If Leo doesn’t tumble the Archers, 
and they aren’t expected to, it will 
thus be North and South in the finals, 
with the Red having a home-flbor ad- 
vantage, and the Archers the advant- 
age of a longer rest.

If, however, the Fort Wayne entry 
does get past the supers, and to Indi- 
anapolis, it loses an hour’s time ad- 
vantage and will be stacked with the 
most powerful teams from the south- 
ern part of the state. 

However, with two of the strongest 
entries in the state from Fort Wayne, 
the Summit City is favored to pro- 
duce their second state championship. 

In some of, the other near-by sec- 
tionals, the draw may have been the 
factor that will decide the winner in 
the first round. At Decatur, the 
Berne Bears will tangle with the Yel- 
low Jackets with the winner the prob- 
able sectional champs. Huntington 
drew Roanoke in their initial clash, 
and is fayored to take this one and 
the sectional crown.

Harlan Practices 
In Frame Building 


Lack Of Gymnasium Is Great 
Handicap To Smuts’ Cage 
Players 


The big handicap for Harlan High 
School netters is the lack of a suitable 
gymnasium. At the present time the 
team practices and holds competition 
games in an old frame building a few 
blocks from the school. The playing 
floor is about 15 feet shorter than the 
regulation size while the seating ca- 
pacity accommodates only 100 fans.

Open With Win

GAA, of Elmhurst High School is 
one of the most outstanding organi- 
zations in the school. The membership 
of the organization is about fifty girls, 
and. is under the guidance of Miss 
Jane Adamson. 

The Various sports that the girls 
participate in are volleyball, baseball, 
basketball; tumbling, and dancing. 
These sports come under two ‘head- 
ings: unorganized and organized, The 
unorganized sports are’ those which 
cannot be played in the gym, such as 
tennis, hiking, skating, etc. The or- 
ganized sports are thosé which can 
be played in the gym such as baseball, 
basketball, tumbling, and dancing. 

The GAA point system is that each 
girl. is required ‘to ‘have 250 points. 
After she has received her total num- 
ber, she receives her letter E. For ten 
points she “must work 30 minutes in 
every week for at least 6 weeks.

Seating Capacity Of 500; 
Regulation Floor 





An outstanding features of Hoag- 
land High School is a fine gym of 
which all the students. are proud. This 
gym serves the purpose of an as- 
sembly hall for plays and other ac- 
tivities of the school and community. 

It was built by bond issue‘ in 1937. 
It has a regulation floor the size of 
New ‘Haven’s new floor. Altogether 
the building is 103 feet long and 76% 
feet wide. Bleacher type seats. are 
included on both sides of the playing 
floor which accommodates a seating 
capacity of about 500. This new 
building has glass backboards anda 
fine electric scoreboard. 

The gym serves as an auditorium 
for school activities and plays inas- 
much as it has at one end a-new 
This stage measures about 
15 feet by 20 feet with dressing 
rooms on either side. This arra 
ment inside the gym has proved very 
useful and accommodating. At the 
other end is a concessions room which 
serves all purpos 

The community is proud of its gym 
and really makes use of it. Hoagland 
is known for her support and backing 
of her tear Miss Thomas, who is 
a social science and art teacher at 
Hoagland High, says in connection 
with this idea, “We have very good 
crowds at our games for a_ small 
school. I don’t think any school in 
the country has the support and back- 
ing of both school and community 
that we have. Sometimes our crowds 
are almost startling in regards to the 
size of the school. One thing is sure, 
we are not left enough room at the 
tournaments. An evidence of this can 
be seen in the fact that a larger sec- 
tion for the Hoagland rooters had to 
be secured through policemen for the 
past two years in the sectionals. Al- 
though we have not had a very good 
record this season, we’re still behind 
the team a hundred per cent.”

Basketball Rules ~ 
Changed, A Added To

Transportation Costs Paid For 
Teams Competing In 
1940 Contest 


With the playing of basketball at a 
sectional, there is always an impor- 
tant financial problem that has to be 
decided. North Side, as host, must pay 
for officials and meals of the contest- 
ing teams. These expenses are to come 
from the gross receipts. But, if the re- 
ceipts do not cover these expenses, it 
is North Side’s obligation, as host, to 
see that these expenses are covered in 
one way or another. 

To meet these obligations, North 
Side is to receive two hundred dollars 





from the Indiana High School Athletic | 


Association for handling the Fort 
Wayne sectional. Each competing 
team is to pay an entry fee of one dol- 
lar, which is to accompany its entry 
blank. This money will be sent to the 


THSAA to augment its treasury. Next, 
the transportation of each team must 


be paid. The rate of transportation is 
to be three cents per man, per mile 
for a round trip, according to the 
Board of Control. 

Of course the biggest source of rev- 
enue for the sectionals, is through the 
sale of season tickets. Tickets are dis- 
tributed according to the enrollment 
of the participating schools. Taking 
into consideration the seating capacity 
of North Side’s gymnasium, the per- 
centage of tickets given to each school 
will be approximately 37% of the 
school enrollment. 

If there should be any sum remain- 
ing after all expenses have been paid, 
the amount is divided among the par- 
ticipating schools in percentage to the 
number of season tickets sold prior to 
4p. m. February 29.

Graduate Finds Navy Exciting; 
Not Only Girls Make It So 





“Join the Navy and see the world.” Warren Green, a graduate 
of North Side in 1938, did this very thing. He thinks the Navy is 
a wonderful opportunity to see this country as well as the world. 
Much to our disappointment, he does not have a sweetheart in 


—every port, at least he says he 
doesn’t. He has visited places of in- 
terest in California, Nevada, Colorado, 
and Arizona. Being anchored in Long 
Beach harbor at present, he has been 
to Hollywood several times and seen 
famous movie stars. 

He is on the Colorado, the world’s 
largest battleship, with the world’s 
largest guns. These guns throw a 
2,400 pound projectile 32 miles, and, 
seeing is believing, he says, since he 
doubted it at first, too. All the ships 
in the Navy are very much like a float- 
ing city. They have large libraries 
with course books for those who wish 
to study, a canteen, barber shop, ship 





service store and soda fountain. The 
ships also have shops where one may 
learn a trade such as machine shop, 
carpenter, blacksmith, welding, elec- 
trical, plumbing and others. 

The Navy feeds their sailors ex- 
tremely well. They celebrate every 
famous person’s birthday and all 
legal holidays with elaborate dinners. 
The navy spends about $3,000 a week 
on food for crew of the Colorado, Be- 
sides celebrating famous person’s 
birthdays, the bakery shop on this 
particular ship bakes a cake for every 
member of the crew on his birthday. 

With everything furnished, sailors 
have nothing to do with their money 
but spend it or save it. They give a 
sailor $300 worth of equipment.

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Girls’ Basketball 
Rules Changed 


Players Are Asked To Note 
New Regulations Be- 
fore Tourney 


With the basketball tourney undey. 
way it would be advisable for all gir}; 
to note the changes of the game in the 
official rulebook of 1940. Listed are 
some general pointers every one 
should know. { 

The single bounce has been retained, 
This encourages teamwork and skil| 
in passing. It was felt that adequate 
distance may be covered under the 
present ruling. The number of “time. 
outs” has been changed to three, 4 
greater number would break the con- 
tinuity of the game. As it is there are 
numerous times when players may re- 
lax—after a goal is made, when a foul 
is called, when play is in the other 
section of the court, and at time of 
substitution. It is now a “tie-bal|” 
when two players of opposing teams 
place one or both hands on the ball 
simultaneously. This does not mean 
that a player may place her hand or 
hands on a ball which has already 
been secured by another player; this 
fundamental principle remains un- 
changed. 

No change has been made in the 
methods of awarding the ball at ce 
ter. When catching a ball at the e 
of a run a player is allowed a two 
step stop. This is allowed to prevent 
injury which might occur when a play- 
er tries to stop too suddenly. When 
bouncing the ball to herself, a player 
is permitted only one step in which to 
stop. It was felt that a player bounc- 
ing to herself can control the bal! 
and her own speed and therefore does 
not need two steps in which to stop 
Interfering with the progress of the 
ball on its flight toward the basket 
and attempting to disconcert the play- 
er on the free-throw line during a free 
throw haye been made technical fouls. 

In printing these major changes, it 
is hoped that the tourney will be run 
off more smoothly and there will not 
be so many confusing questions asked 
at the last minute.

For the third year in succession the 
South Side Archers took the sectional 
tourney by playing a good brand of 
balk throughout the tournament.

The landscape artist attempts to beautify the lands 
capes of public parkways, estates, and certain projects 
‘He has to combine the work of “artist, botanist, and 
engineer. — sy | 

. The field of scientific artist is large ‘and interesting 
and the job pays well. The scientific artist illustrate 
the many books on scientific subjects, showing such! 
things as dissected parts of animals and plants, ant 
microscopic particles, This requires patience, technical 
skill, knowledge of construction and form, and thor 
ough scientific knowledge. Also, he sometimes is rt 
quired to produce in plastic models certain objects.

New Guidance 
Program Begun 
By Mr. Eyster 


Students To Rate Them- 
selves On Character, Per- 
sonality Traits 


As a project of the Guidance Pro- 
gram, under the supervision of Mr. 
Eyster, Guidance Director, at North 
‘Side, personal rating sheets have been 
put into the hands of all senior and 
junior students. On these sheets, the 
students are to rate themselves on the 
following characteristics: Personal 
appearance, social adaptability, cour- 
tesy, trustworthiness and honesty, de- 
pendability and self-reliance, industry 
and effort, civie responsibility and co- 
operation. Under each of the above 
characteristics there are ten points. 
The students are to rate themselves 
on each of these points by using the 
numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, or 5, according io 
how they feel they rate on these 
points. 1 stands for far above aver- 
age, 2 above average, 3 average at 
North Side, 4 below average, and 5 
far below average. 

These sheets are the personal prop- 
erty of the students and they are 
given to the students so that they may 
take a personal inventory of them- 
selves. Students are requested not to 
show these rating sheets to anyone. 
They are to be filled out conscienti- 
ously and honestly. After determin- 
ing their rating on these sheets, they 
place their average rating on a little 
red card given them by their home 
room teachers. 

Students will have the opportunity, 
if they wish, to have a personal in- 
terview with Mr. Eyster or Miss 
Gross, to compare their self-ratings 
with the composite ratings of the 
teachers. In comparing their ratings 
with that of the teachers, they do 
not have to show either Mr. Eyster or 
Miss Gross their ratings, but if they 
would like to talk over their ratings 
with them, they will be glad to do so. 

The primary use of the ratings is 
to promote continuous development 
and growth of desirable character and 
personality traits in pupils. 

These ratings are available to col-- 
leges and universities, and may be 
used as factors in proper placements 
and adjustments of the pupils beyond 
the high school. 

These ratings provide data for 
statements to employers regarding the 
personal attributes of the pupil with 
a view to more satisfactory placement 
and consequently a higher degree of 
vocational success. 

The program for the freshmen and 
sophomores is similar to that of the 
juniors and seniors. They are given a 
single sheet, upon which each char- 
acteristic is dealt with more exten-

Again, for the second consecutive 
time, the Fighting Irish of Central 
Catholic brought new laurels to Fort 
Wayne by winning the National Cath- 
olic High School basketball champion- 
ship in nosing out a fighting team, 
St. Michael’s of Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico, 35 to 33 in the five-day tourna- 
ment’s greatest thriller.

With the New Mexico five leading, 
33 to 31, and less than two minutes 
of play remaining, Ed Klotz of Cen- 
tral Catholic dropped in a long field 
goal to tie the score. Seconds later, 
the captain and All-National Cath- 
olic center, big Ed Stanczak, picked 
up a loose ball near his own basket 
and coolly dropped in a short shot to 
assure Fort Wayne of the game and 
title. 

The championship game climaxed a 
gruelling five days of play among 
some of the finest basketball play- 
ers of high school age. 

The game was probably the most 
exciting of any game played for that 
championship title. With St. Mich- 
ael’s of Santa Fe leading the entire 
game with the exception of the final 
90 seconds the game came to a close 
in a truly Indiana fashion. 

This year, as we cannot say for 
last, the crowd and _ enthusiastic 
throngs that awaited the champions’ 
return conducted themselves in a 
truly respectable way, the way all 
championships should be celebrated. 
Monday afternoon the team was hon- 
ored with a parade. Mayor Baals led 
this parade down Clinton Street over 
to Harrison and then up that street. 
The parade featured the two bands

own band. As the parade proceeded 
up Harrison Street they were stopped 
in front®df the WOWO broadcasting 
station where each player and coach 
was interviewed. From here the pa- 
rade marched to Reservoir Park 
where the team and coach were pre- 
sented to the masses. 

That night the celebration that so 
well marked the day, came to a close 
with a victory dance in honor of the 
ten boys who brought the National 
Catholic Championship back to Fort

But once again fate dealt a 
tragic blow, when Smetana’s increas-_ 
ing deafness compelled him to leave 
this post. Every phrase of his mas- 
terpiece, “The Bartered Bride,” is an 


soul asserting its nationalism.’

I found that their customary gift 
seemed to be calendars, and the 
strange thing about these calendars 
was that they were strikingly differ- 
ent from ours. While ours are ar- 
ranged with all the days on a row at 
the top and the dates under these in 
lengthwise rows, the calendars I re- 
ceived had the names of the days in 
a row at the left and the dates after 
these in rows up and down the paper. 

In one letter I was amused by a 
question which my English corres- 
pondent asked—namely, “How do you 
receive your mail in the United States 
if your houses are not named?”

Constitution Of State Or- 
ganization Is Pub- 
lished 

North Side’s Student Council has 
been accepted as a member of the In- 
diana Association of Student Coun- 
cils. High schools in the state of In- 
diana which sponsor student councils 
are eligible for membership. The con- 
stitution of the association is as fol- 
lows: 

ARTICLE I 

Section 1—The name of this organ- 
jzation shall be The Indiana Associa- 
tion of Student Councils. .

Sec. 8.—All schools qualifying und- 
er Article III, Section 1, may make 
written application for membership in 
this organization.

Section 1.—The executive powers 
shall be vested in a president, first 
d second vice-presidents, a secre- 
tary, and a treasurer,

Offer Scholarships 
To North Siders 


I. U. Extension And Butler 
University Are Local 
Benefactors 


Five colleges have offered scholar- 
ships to North Side students. 

Indiana University Extension offers 
two scholarships worth one hundred 
dollars éach. Anyone interested in se- 
curing his freshman college year here 
in Fort Wayne through Indiana Uni- 
versity Extension Center, should give 
his application to Mr. Milton North- 
yop, principal. 

The Western Reserve Academy has 
offered this year three $500 half- 
tuition scholarships to boys demon- 
strating scholastic ability and quali- 
ties of leadership. The academy has 
based its awards upon the results of 
these tests of English, whatever 
course in mathematics they are study- 
ing, boys’ health, personality, and par- 
ticipation in activities. Each scholar- 
ship student must remain a student 
at the academy at least two years, 
the award being renewed each year 
on the basis of the boy’s scholarship 
and citizen performance. 

A four year arts and science radio 
program scholarship has been offered 
by New York University in Washing- 
ton Square college of arts “and sci- 
ences. The scholarship offers courses 
in writing for radio, radio production, 
radio speech, and technical problems of 
broadcasting. Teaching will be done 
by men with practical radio experi- 
ence and they will broadcast from the 
University’s own studio. 

Adelbert College, men’s undergrad- 
uate college of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity has announced that the fol- 
lowing scholarships are available: one 
scholarship of twelve hundred dollars, 
four scholarships of. eight hundred 
dollars each, three scholarships of six 
hundred dollars each, and three schol- 
arships of four hundred dollars each. 

The twelve hundred dollar scholar- 
ships represent three hundred dollars 
(full tuition) a year for each of four 
years attendance at Adelbert College. 

Students needs, scholarship record, 
extra-curricular activities and per- 
sonality are the basis of the awards. 

Butler University offers a one hun- 
dred dollar scholarship for the aca- 
demic year 1940-1941 to one graduate 
of North Side. 

Superior scholastic record, charac- 
ter, personality, and intelligent par- 
ticipation in extra-curricular activi- 
ties together with ability to pay the 
balance of tuition and expenses are to 
be considered in the selection of the 
nominee. 

This scholarship is awarded on a 
semester basis and exempts the holder 
from $50.00 (half of the tuition) dur- 
ing each semester if the student car- 
ries a full academic load and main- 
tains a satisfactory scholastic aver- 
age..

Ivy agreed and together they pro- 
posed that a club be organized of cot- 
tagers and other people interested in 
securing safer swimming facilities at 
Tri-Lakes. The plans consist of teach- 
ing people around the lakes the art of 
life-saving, marking off all three 
beaches, and placing life guards at 
each beach, thus all in all improving 
swimming conditions. .

Deserves Pupils Attention 


After gazing around the library for a few minutes, I wondered 
if you have ever noticed the large display case in the library con- 
taining a group of old Indian relics and six gruesome dinosaurs. 
You will find this display very interesting if you are interested in 


tomahawks, arrowheads, war paints, 
mallets, war clubs, and religious em- 
blems. 

One of the very interesting parts 
of this collection are the weapons 
used in time of war. French traders 
sold iron tomahawks to the Indians. 
There are also war paints used only 
for war. The tips were poisoned. 
After looking for a while, I saw 
millers which are used in preparing 
war paints. Taking another glance 
at the display I saw a flesher or 
scraper used by the Indians for skin- 
ning and curing hides. 

After looking at the relics, I no- 
ticed six ghastly appearing miniature 
dinosaur replicas. They entered our 
school’s portals through the generos- 
ity of George Bischoff, who was one 
of the promoters and sponsors of the 
Sinclair Exhibit at the World’s Fair 
a few years ago.

Bob Cowan Sets New Rec- 
ord By Running 220 Yards 
Tn 22.5 Seconds 


North Side Redskins were dethroned 
by a fighting group of tracksters from 
South Side and four new records were 
set, two by South Side, and two by 
North Side. South Side scored 55% 
points while North finished with 47 
markers. Garrett finished third with 
16, Huntington fourth with 8%, and 
Central followed with 8. Columbia 
City, Larwill, Butler, Auburn, and 
Kendallville failed to score. 

South Side and North Side lived up 
to former predictions and they staged 
a nip and tuck battle and there were 
never more than two or three points 
separating them. The final event, the 
half mile relay, settled the question 
whether the championship would be 
retained or a new champion would be 
throned. The score before final event 
was 45% to 45 in favor of South. 
Altman, Beggs and Perlman staged 
a duel as to who would take over the 
lead and on the second turn Beggs of 
North Side slipped and South pulled 
up into first with a ten yard lead 
which they never relinquished. Central 
then beat out North and the Redskins 
were satisfied to come in third. 

Of the four records which were 
set, four were made on the track 
events and none were equalled on the 
field events. Bob Cowan, North Side| 
speedster, a fine record when he| 
stepped the 220-yard dash off in 22.5 
seconds which lowered the record by 
-3 of a second. The old record of 22.8 
was set by Wayne Kepler of Central 
in 1926. Bob Cowan was never hard 
pressed and he beat out White of 
Huntington handily. Cowan also beat 
out White in the hundred-yard dash 
in the remarkable time of 10.2. But 
Cowan made his best performance of 
the day in the mile relay. North’s 
coach, Rollo ‘Chambers, substituted 
Cowan in the mile relay instead of 
the half-mile relay in which he was 
supposed to run, hoping that he might 
sweep both relays and recapture the 
crown. The first two runners lost 
twenty yards to the leaders and Bob 
Cowan kept that distance till the 220 
marker and then he opened up and 
took over the leader by ten yards, 
George Archer, running as anchor 
man, held the lead and brought North } 
to only a half point behind the Arch- 
ers. Cowan was unofficially clocked 
in 48.9 seconds for the 440 lap and 
this time can be well remembered be- 
cause that time is fine for high school 
runners. Cowan, Gooley, Heiber, and 
Archer produced a new mark of 3:25- 
.2, four seconds below the former rec-| 
ord this new time is also under the} 
now existing state mark. 

Wuttke of South Side leaped 20 ft. 
71-2 ins. to just miss the former rec- 
ord which was held by Regedanz of | 
North Side. He was just one inch 
shorter than the old mark and the 
old ree still exists. | 

Ernie Vogel was an inch shy of the 
record for the high jump and Archer 
Altman came very close to the pole 
vault record. Charley Close, South 
Side, did well in the shot put but was 
well under the record mark.

tance man, set a new record for the 
mile run when he covered the dis- 
tance in 4:29.9, almost two seconds 


under the old mark. He beat out Ad- 
ams and Bruick, South and North 
men, respectively, in a close finish.

Ernie Vogel again paced South, 
winning three individual firsts and 
setting a new record in the high hur- 
dles event.

He failed in an attempt to break the 
high jump record held by Ivy of 
North Side, when he hit the pole 
with his arm. 

Neighborgall and Archer of Garrett 
and North Side staged a thrilling 
duel for first in the quarter with the 
South lad putting on a sprint in the 
last fifty yards to defeat Archer by 
two yards. Ross of South took three 
other firsts when he won a close half- 
mile race over Bruick of North. 

Three out of town boys qualified 
for the Indianapolis meet next Sat- 
urday. Ross and Neighborgall of 
Garrett qualified for Garrett, while 
White was Huntington’s lone repre- 
sentative.

Roy Burlingame, a Centerville, 
Towa, hurler fanned 21 men in a row 
last year. 

Many clubs are backed by a sponsor, 
and some pitchers barnstorm during 
the softball season. These barnstorm- 
ing pitchers cost the sponsor about 
$35 a game. King Kong Kelly was 
supposed to have earned $45,000 in 
his best year. This sum is the most 
a pitcher has ever drawn, even in 
major league baseball.

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Janitor Holds Memories OF 
Early Days Spent In Holland' 


Holland may be entirely out of existence in the eyes of the Ger- 
man Fuehrer and German people, but to Mr. John Peterink, jani- 
tor here at this school, it will always remain the same. His parents 
and family who still live in their farm home situated approxi- 


mately thirty miles from the German 
border, may be suffering at the hands 
of the German army, but Mr. Pete- 
rink, who has had no word, is des- 
perately hoping for their safety. This 
tragedy on this neutral country may 
not affect many of us, but Mr. Pete- 
rink is affected considerably, mostly 
through fear—yes, fear for his loved 
ones. 

Having lived in Holland for many 
years he still remembers the many 
beautiful tulips, rich in color varia- 
tions, and the impressing windmills, 
standing against the blue skies as if 
waving to the winds. Mr. Peterink 
used to wear his wooden shoes around 
the farm. Corn is not able to grow 
in Holland’s climate as it is too hot, 
but oats will readily thrive there, he 
said. 

Although a period of twenty-five 
years or more has lapSed since his 
migration to the United States, Mr. 
Peterink can still recall how the coun- 
try village near his farm home looked. 
He said that there were only twelve 
automobiles, many horses and bug- 
gies, and bicycles. Though he does 
not know whether they have advanc- 
ed much in culture since then, he sup- 
poses they are still considerably be- 
hind the times, 

Mr. Peterink stated that he likes 
the United States much better than 
Holland, and also that there are more 
opportunities for young people in Am- 
erica than there are in Holland. 
When asked what he thought of Ger- 
many’s invasion of Holland, he did 
not wish to assert his opinion, but he 
did say he didn’t approve of this ac- 
tion at all., Still talking with the 
Dutch accent, he is trying to enjoy 
the peace of America, while at the 
same time he has to worry about his 
folks who are yet in Holland.

Now just a matter of days and once more war- 
whoops can be emitted by grim-lipped North 
Siders as they regret the very minute they finish 
this school year.

We, on this side of the Atlantic, have our 
high spirits decelerated by having the oppor- 
tunity of gathering together, working together, 
and bettering the common good as well as our- 
selves as individuals, while abroad, fea-seized 
forms of men and women alike can even be seen 
kneeling in prayer begging of God Almighty, 
who has been denied by many of their govern- 
ments, that soon the trouble there will end and at 
least even a very few persons will be able to work 
together instead of gambling for each other’s 
lives. We Americans enjoy such a superlative 
degree of this luxury that it has become so much 
expected that we welcome a temporary relief 
from it; while, on the other hand, a very minute 
part of the privilege enjoyed here might seem 
even too good to be true when available to the 
average resident of Europe at the present time. 

Therefore, think twice before you cheer the 
onset of vacation—not in the sense that you 
should regret it, but in the sense that you should 
held your head high and your chest out when you 
cheer, because you live in America—YOUR 
AMERICA—which has accomplished one of its 
biggest aims so well the result sometimes seems 
a burden, although in truth, it is one of if not 
THE most precious possession of each and every 
citizen of the United States of America. 





Let’s Hold 
Ground Gained 


Various articles in recent editions of our news- 
papers are reminding us that something has gone 
wrong—that the number of accidents in relation 
to the population is alarmingly increasing. Dur- 
ing 1937, 1938, and 1939, very noticeable gains 
were reported in the elimination of accidents of 
all types, but especially those involving automo- 
biles. Intense safety drives in communities and 
in the schools, better engineering of highways 
and cars, more effective punishment of law vio- 
lators, and such items were attributed with being 
very elemental in accomplishing this advance— 
however, during the first months of 1940, reports 
seem to show that all which had been gained is 
even more rapidly being lost. The question arises 
with—What is the reason? 

Investigation shows that no particular event 
in the safety program of the nation has slipped 
any great degree, and so this seems to point to 
the fact that the driver and pedestrian are sim- 
ply becoming increasingly careless. With this in 
mind, the Travelers Insurance Company has used 
statistics from 1939 and published a book, 
“Smash Hits” in which vital information is given 
on causes of accidents, prevention tactics, and 
other tables, pictures, and graphs to illustrate 
points regarding safety, in the hope that its use 
will aid in keeping a strong footing and not los- 
ing ground in the race against death and injury. 

Interesting among the contents are facts on 
causes of accidents—excessive speed being most 
often responsible, days for safest travel, and 
figures on numbers of accidents at night and 
during the day, in wet and dry weather, involv- 
ing women and men drivers, and the like. Quite 
outstanding is Dr. George Gallup’s article on man 
vs. woman drivers. p 

At any rate, the contents are most interesting 
as well as very important in the drive to stamp 
out accidents. The rest of the task is left to the, 
drivers and pedestrians, who are individually re- 
sponsible for the record 1940 will have to show 
for itself. The start is bad—let North Side lead 
in recovery! 








The “Geacher Talks--- 


Do you think the graduating senior 
should be compelled to take a final ex- 
amination before graduating, in‘order 
to see if he has a thorough knowledge 
of the fundamental requirements for 
graduation? 

Albert A. Coil: I would not require 
a final examination over the four 
years’ course. An examination over 
the final semester’s work would seem 
altogether proper, especially if the 
work had not been fully satisfactory. 
Lack of knowledge of, or of skill in 
the fundamentals of the high school 
course as undertaken, should be de- 
tected and corrected before the senior 
year, 

D. Hartley: No! Not until we know 
what the fundamental requirements 
for graduation should be. Each de- 
partment and teacher including my- 
self are sure that there are many fun- 
damental facts that every senior 
should know to graduate from his de- 
partment. How many of these facts 
are essential for success in life? Can 
you get any two departments in our 
educational system to agree on these 
fundamental requirements ? 

Judith Bowen: If a comprehensive 
examination as a requirement for 
graduation should be given seniors, 
many who are graduated today would 
fail to receive a diploma under such a 
system, I am afraid. But for the earn- 
est student and particularly those in 
the college preparatory course, such 
an examination might be a good thing. 

Mr. Varner Chance: Probably an ex- 
amination of this kind would be of 
little value to the student by the time 
he has spent his four years in high 
school. If the student has not gained 
knowledge of his subjects from year 
to year, he probably should not be a 
candidate for-such a degree.

Cut those rugs, all you jitterbugs, 
and what-have-you, but wait a minute 
did you ever once turn your 
thoughts toward the more serious side 
of music? Did you ever stop to think 
how the composers of previous cen- 
turies struggled and strove to provide 
even a mere existence for themselves 
and their families, let alone sell their 
compositions, thus making any profit 
from them? No, I don’t think the 
youth of today with all the various 
forms of swing and the like, gives 
much thought to such a question. 

Let us just turn back the pages of 
the history of classical music but one 
or two centuries and find out what 
some of these hardships and things 
were. Take, for instance, Franz Shu- 
bert, a Viennese composer of the late 
eighteenth and the early nineteenth 
century. Shubert was born in humble 
circumstances, imperfectly educated, 
subsisting for the greater part of his 
life through the kindness of his 
friends, and finally, dying in want at 
the very early age of 31 years. His 
exhuberant works have lastéd 
throughout the ages and rang among 
the highest, 

Then again, there is Beethoven, a 
famous to-ranker who had a worse 
struggle yet than did the immortal 
Shubert. Beethoven was born into a 
much poorer family than were Shu- 
bert and Mozart; had a drinking fa- 
ther, who continually went from bad 
to worse; was deaf, and in his last 
few years, almost totally blind; had a 
gregarious soul and no_ intimate 
friends; and very early in life became 
acquainted with sorrows which can 
more or less account for his moodiness 
and eccentricities in his later life. 

Not to be left out, the modest Rich- 
ard Wagner had so many disappoint- 
ments concerning his music, that now- 
adays a person would have given up 
long ago. During twenty-one years 
Wagner had no success with his com- 
positions, then hitting his lucky streak 
and making good until his death in 
1883, at the age of 70 years. 

A little earlier in the ages, we have 
probably the greatest child prodigy 
ever born, Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart. 
Born in Salzburg, Austria, in 1756, 
Mozart had quite excellent musical 
training, thus enabling him to have a 
better start on his career than did 
some of the previous mentioned com- 
posers. Success or not, he died a pau- 
per and was buried in a pauper’s 
grave. 

After glancing over these facts con- 
cerning some of the more famous, top- 
ranking composers of the past, just 
think how long their works have last- 
ed, They strove for a place in the 
world and although they didn’t live to 
see the day when they received their 
places, they earned their share of the 
honors. Don’t you think they deserve 
just a little consideration once in a 
while? 

After all, swing is a thing that is 
neither here nor there, fading in and 
out as the months, even the weeks and 
days, go by, but just look how long we 
have had and enjoyed the works of 
these masters. Their works have lived 
gloriously thus far, and probably will, 
we hope anyhow, live on forever more.

Memorial Day. On this day it is cus- 


;tomary to hold ceremonies honoring 


the soldiers who died, to revive their 
deeds in oratory and song, and to dec- 
orate the graves of the dead with 
flowers and wreaths. 

The observance of this day began 
two years after the Civil War when 
the New York Tribune printed a para- 
graph which said, 

“The women of Columbus, Missouri, 
have shown themselves impartial in 
their offerings made to the memory 
of the dead. They strewed flowers on 
the graves of the Confederate and 
Northern soldiers alike.” 

When the people of the North read 
this article they were impressed, and 
both sides forgot their feelings to- 
ward the other and became united in 
this beautiful custom. 

At the suggestion of Adjutant- 
General N. P. Chipman that they 
should start the custom of spreading 
flowers on the graves of Union sol- 
diers at a uniform time, the National 
Commander, John A. Logan, set aside 
May 30, 1869 as the time to decorate 
the graves. 

This idea spread rapidly and soon 
became legal in all the states except 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Montana, New 
Mexico, Texas and West Virginia, al- 
though the date is not uniform 
throughout the country. 

The day was first called Decoration 
Day but since the people felt that the 
name did not express properly the 
feelings of the people, it was changed 
to Memorial Day. In regard to the 
day which is approaching General 
John A. Logan has written, “Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect, no 
ravage of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we 
have forgotten, as a people, the cost 
of a free and undivided Republic.”

Golf is an up-and-coming game which can always be counted on 


to furnish a good time to all who participate. 


It is usually played 


in the spring and summer around this neck of the woods but way 
down south the professionals and amateurs play all year round. 


It is a very exciting game and it 
helps to take off excess weight of 
the woman stars.

Now that I have shown you how a 
beginner starts to play, let me show 





you how the professional plays. He 
steps up to the ball, swings easily and 
; you see the ball sail down the fair- 
way three hundred yards. Then he 
takes his iron and lays it right next 
to the hole and in his next shot he 
puts it in to give him a birdie (that 
is one under par and not what you 
are thinking). After watching these 
pros you once more try the game and 
again you are very rotten and swear 
to yourself that you will never again 
take up golf. ; 

But wait, students, please don’t give 
up; just remember the old saying, “If 
at first you don’t succeed, try, try 
again” and I am sure that when you 
conquer the game you will be well sat- 
isfied.

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Mr. Eyster Will 
Direct Survey For 
New Program 


Recent Graduates Quizzed 
For Basis For Possible 
Fifth Year Of High School 


Mr. Elvin Eyster, guidance director, 
is in charge of the survey being made 
to study the prospects and arrange- 
ments for a fifth year of high school. 
The purpose of such a plan would be 
to give added schooling to those 
graduates who do not have the op- 
portunity or ability to find employ- 
ment or those who cannot attend col- 
lege or extension classes. This fact- 
finding survey has proved very sig- 
nificant because the graduates of 1937, 
1938 and 1939 classes have been asked 
their opinions concerning vocational 
and academic offerings during high 
school, difficulties encountered in ‘find- 
ing jobs and holding them, and pros- 
pects of continued advanced educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Merle J. Abbett, superintend- 
ent of schools, has been interested 
in such a plan for quite some time 
and has been trying to procure some 
extension of education for high school 
students who flounder about after 
graduation. The program would not 
interfere in any way with the local 
business, technical or university ex- 
tension schools but it is being planned 
for those students who are able to 
take advantage of those institutions. 

A survey that was made five years 
ago by Mr. Abbett showed that a 
five-year plan of this kind would be 
of use to at least 150 to 175 students 
each year. This plan would prove to 
be beneficial in that students going 
on to college would be able to assimi- 
late college work much more readily. 

It is expected that state legisla- 
tion for this plan will be passed when 
the State Assembly meets next Jan- 
uary. 

No inereased cost in teaching would 
result from the fifth year of high 
school. The state’ would reimburse so 
that students desiring to continue 
their high school studies after their 
fourth year graduation would do so 
without paying any additional tuition. 
“The project would not involve addi- 
tional local tax expenditures,” Mr. 
Abbett said. “Building requirements 
and teacher requirements for an ad= 
vanced year of study for high school 
graduates have already been met.” 

The survey is being made among 
more than 5,000 graduates of the city 
high schools and the survey has been 
carefully worked out to include such 
questions as: “What special difficul- 
ties have you experienced in finding 
jobs?”, “How many books have you 

read the last year and what are 
2”, “In what forms of recreation 
» you spent the most time the past 
year?”, “Do you feel that you may 
need counsel or advice now, provided 
you might have the opportunity of 
alking with a person who is well 
qualified and trained to understand 
your problem?”, “If you are not now 
in school, in what lines of education 
vould you be interested if the oppor- 
tunity were given you?”, “If a fifth 
year of high school work would have 
been offered, would you have taken 
it?”, “Indicate things that were espe- 
cially good in high school and that 
you believe should be expanded and 
promoted and points in high school 
that you believe are very weak and 
need strengthening or should be elim- 
inated.” “What high school subjects 
have been most helpful to you?” 
“What least helpful?” “If it had been 
offered in high School, what subject or 
field or line of training do you wish 
you would have had more experience 
and training while in high school?” 

The answers to the survey are to 
be confidential and open only to the 
school officials. However, the results 
are to be compiled into informational 
data, which will be helpful not only 
the guidance directors of the 
schools but for the school administra- 
tors as well. Although communities 
differ, this survey will refer only to 
Fort Wayne and its school needs.
